House Speaker Joe Straus has indicated the bill, 
which would require transgender, non-binary, 
and gender nonconforming folks to use the 
bathroom matching the listed gender on their birth 
certificate, is not among his legislative priorities.

DEVELOPER DUMPS TRUMP A Downtown 

developer is moving ahead with plans to build a 
hotel without any link to the Trump Organization, 
as was previously suspected. Empyrean Develop¬ 
ment’s project was initially linked with the Trump 
name, but the company says there are no Trump 
ties to the project, now called Hotel Mirabeau, to 
be built at 12th & Red River, where Brick Oven pizza 
now sits. “Neither Trump Hotels, nor Scion, nor 
any other affiliate is involved in the development, 
design, ownership, or any other aspect of this proj¬ 
ect,” spokesman Mark Miner told the Statesman. 


It seems appropriate that a federal judge 
would let slip the open secret about recent 
Immigrations and Customs Enforcement 
raids in Travis County - that they were an 
intentional retribution for 
official ICE annoyance at the 
change in policy of the Travis 
County Sheriff’s Office 
under new Sheriff Sally Her¬ 
nandez. Federal judges, still 
reasonably independent 
under our current political 
structures, have thus far 
been instrumental in frus¬ 
trating the more invidious 
anti-immigrant impulses of 
the Trump regime in D.C. 

In a recent colloquy with an ICE agent 
witness (first reported in the Statesman and 
Texas Observer), Judge Andrew Austin 
recalled that he and another judge had been 
told in January that Travis County “could 
expect a big operation; agents coming in 
from out of town. There was going to be a 


specific operation, and ... that it was a result 
of the sheriff’s new policy.” 

Previously, ICE had assured Travis 
County Judge Sarah Eckhardt and others 
that the series of widespread 
ICE raids - carried out with a 
visible attempt to intimidate 
immigrants, and arresting 
fewer actual criminals than 
people who happened to be 
in the wrong place at the 
wrong time - had nothing to 
do with retaliation. In other 
words, an officially retaliato¬ 
ry policy had been com¬ 
pounded with official dis¬ 
honesty - under the new 
Trumpian rules, we are quickly learning to 
expect more of the same, not surprisingly 
beginning with the Trumpian obsession 
with immigrants. 

ICE had enjoyed a much more welcoming 
atmosphere under Hernandez’s predeces¬ 
sor, Greg Hamilton, who expressly treated 


every ICE “request” as an obligation. 
Hamilton was otherwise a solid public ser¬ 
vant, but he foundered against increasing 
public pressure not to allow the Sheriff’s 
Office to become an extension of federal 
immigration enforcement. He was also 
increasingly isolated among his peers; for¬ 
mer Austin Police Chief Art Acevedo 
declined to use local police officers as immi¬ 
gration enforcers, a policy maintained by 
his successor, Brian Manley. 

SUMMARY INJUSTICE 

Since so many people (naively or willful¬ 
ly) misunderstand this, it bears repeating 
that being “undocumented” is a civil 
offense, not criminal - “Show me your 
papers” being a phrase historically more 
familiar from World War II films than 
American traffic stops, and “illegal alien” 
nothing more than a dehumanizing slur. 
But the Trump administration, denouncing 
“sanctuary cities” and specifically targeting

Travis County, has offered more ideological 
weaponry not only to ordinary ICE and 
border agents but to right-wing politicians, 
who have been only too eager to pick up 
the cudgels. 

Gov. Greg Abbott in particular has been 
eager to misrepresent the sheriff’s resis¬ 
tance to ICE demands as releasing “hei¬ 
nous criminals” back onto the streets - 
although all such accused “criminals” are 
duly prosecuted in local courts, regardless 
of their immigration status. It’s worth 
emphasizing that Judge Austin’s revela¬ 
tions about the ICE raids came in a hearing 
for an immigrant arrested at the Travis 
County Courthouse, where he was sched¬ 
uled to appear on a primary charge of 
domestic violence. 

How on Earth can the governor claim to 
be protecting “public safety” when ICE 
now feels empowered to interrupt attempts 
to prosecute family violence by seizing 
someone attending a court hearing? It’s a 
lesson that won’t be lost on undocumented 
persons - whether accused, victims, or wit¬ 
nesses - that a summons to court might 
also be an invitation to summary deporta¬ 
tion. And in light of ICE’s dishonest assur¬ 
ances to Judge Eckhardt, why should any¬ 
body believe the agent’s testimony to 
Judge Austin, that the courthouse arrest 
was an “isolated incident,” and “not some¬ 
thing that’s going to become pattern or 
practice.” The agent’s lawyer stopped him 
when he began to acknowledge that the 
enforcement “priorities” of the new federal 
administration are likely to undo those of 
the Obama administration, which at least 
didn’t allow ICE an absolutely free hand. 

STRONGER TOGETHER 

But we are talking of public safety, and no 
doubt Gov. Abbott’s determination to “ham¬ 
mer” Travis County for its impudence has 
only public safety in mind. That’s why his 
retaliatory withdrawal of grant money to the 
county only affects such superfluous court 
programs as Parenting in Recovery drug 
treatment court, Family Violence 
Accelerated Prosecution and Victim 
Outreach, Veterans Court, Drug Diversion 
Court, Trauma Specific Treatment for 
Juveniles, and so on. This week, county offi¬ 
cials learned that another $500,000 in grant 
money for the Family Drug Treatment Court 
was denied by the governor’s office for the 
coming year, rejected for the first time since 
2008. Don’t y’all feel much safer now that 
the governor’s petulance, grandiosely rein¬ 
forced from the White House, has under¬ 
mined a dozen local programs designed to 
prevent crime and support families? 

That makes roughly $2 million denied by 
the state to Travis County, in service to an 
ideologically driven anti-immigrant cam¬ 
paign that has nothing to do with justice or 
public safety. Meanwhile, local citizens 
have raised about $136,000 in donations to 
the County’s #StrongerTogether fund drive

to help maintain these programs. It’s hardly 
enough, but it will have to do until our state 
and federal masters recover their sanity. ■ 


The highlight of today’s City Council meet¬ 
ing (postponed from after midnight at the last 
council meeting) is sure to be the 6:30pm 
public hearing on the Austin Oaks PUD pro¬ 
posal - a massive project at the southwest 
corner of MoPac and Spicewood Springs Rd. 
Neighborhood objections, dating back at 
least a couple of years, are largely focused 
on protected tree removal, the height of the 
office towers, and the traffic those will gener¬ 
ate. Interestingly, NW Austin Neighbors, the 
group that gathered a valid 
petition opposing the PUD 
proposal as it stands, recently 
sent a letter to Council asking 
that they insist on twice as 
much residential density 
(or even more), with corre¬ 
sponding reductions in office 
space. They said they “believe 
that if Austin Oaks is to 
receive more new entitlement, 
it should be earned with more 
residential housing. Right now 
only 250 residential units and 25 affordable 
units are proposed on over 800,000 square 
feet of office space, a ‘glorified office park.”' 
They propose there should be at least twice 
that much, and possibly as many as 1,500 
units, if a proposed hotel component is 
transformed into apartments. 

Of course, NWAN will still be tarred as anti¬ 
growth, as were the Grove at Shoal Creek 
neighbors who asked for more residential, 
and the Plaza Saltillo neighbors who asked 
for more residential, but perhaps this is one 
of those cases where cooler heads will pre¬ 
vail, common ground can be found, and a 


project will be built that’s an asset to the 
neighborhood, and the city. 

□ 

At the latest special-called joint meeting 
of the Zoning and Platting and Planning 
Commissions Tuesday night, Opticos 
Design consultants John Miki and Peter 
Park expressed their puzzlement about why 
the CodeNEXT draft code is perceived as 
being “two different codes” just because it’s 
split into two sections that apply to different 
parts of town, and have dif¬ 
ferent terminologies, different 
philosophies, and different 
standards. Commissioners 
then took turns expressing 
their own puzzlement at why 
the consultants were puzzled, 
and in the end, everyone 
went away still puzzled, but 
vowing to try and talk again 
very soon.

Robin Hood Becomes 
Daylight Robbery 

The Austin Independent School District will 
send over half a billion dollars to the state next year, 
and by 2019 over half of all non-construction relat¬ 
ed taxes raised by AISD will go into state coffers. 
According to the latest projections given to the 
board on Feb. 27 by AISD Chief Financial Officer 
Nicole Conley, the district is set to send $406 mil¬ 
lion (38.3%) of its $1.06 billion maintenance and 
operations budget to the state in the current finan¬ 
cial year. That’s a steep rise from the $266 million 
(28.8% of $923 million) sent last year under the 
woefully misnamed Robin Hood system. What’s 
worse, that recapture payment should accelerate 
over the next few years, reaching an estimated 
$807 million in FY 2019, which will represent 56.5% 
of all M&O taxes paid by AISD home and business 
property owners. The only possible respite will be if 
the Legislature adds more cash to their contribution 
to public education, but the Senate seemingly 
wants more cuts, while the Flouse is only proposing 
a $1.6 billion boost statewide - an improvement, 
but still only a drop in a leaking bucket. 

AISD Board Vice President Paul Saldana said 
such an imposition puts extra pressure on the AISD 
Facility and Bond Planning Advisory Committee, 
which is considering a plethora of structural cost¬ 
saving options, including selling off several prop¬ 
erties seen by some as surplus to requirements, as 
well as potentially merging several under-enrolled 
campuses. Saldana says he favors the potential 
one-off $100 million return from selling those 
excess properties over the $10 million per annum 
reduction in operating costs from closures. He said, 
“Before I can get sold on school consolidations and 
closures, we need to run the gamut of options on 
our property portfolio.” - Richard Whittaker 



Collier for Lite Guv? 

Not Quite Yet. 

Mike Collier is edging closer to a formal announce¬ 
ment that he will run as the Democratic challenger to Lt. 
Gov. Dan Patrick in 2018. The 2014 comptroller candi¬ 
date turned Texas Democratic Party finance chair 
announced on March 2 that he was exploring the possi¬ 
bility of a run if initial support was in place. On March 19, 
he sent a letter to supporters that he was “blown away” 
by the backing he has received to date, and while he is 
not formally announcing yet, the pieces seem to be com¬ 
ing together. Collier met with major Democratic donors 
before he even put out these initial feelers, and there is a 
growing consensus that he could be the right candidate 
to take on the increasingly radical and politically isolated 
Patrick in the next election cycle. He has even started 
meetings this week with his finance team. If, as seems 
ever more likely, Collier does officially get in the ring, 
expect an announcement earlier rather than later. - R.W. 


Gender Care in Kind 

Travis County’s first free Gender Care clinic 
opened March 9. The new medical center, set for 
operation every other Thursday from 5-8:30pm 
(including today, March 23), within the Kind Clinic 
at St. David’s Hospital on East 30th Street, will 
explicitly address the health care needs of Austin’s 
transgender and gender nonconforming communi¬ 
ties - a population which has been neglected by 
the city’s health care providers - by covering gen¬ 
eral wellness exams, counseling, and case man¬ 
agement referrals and treatment for HIV positive 
trans patients (“Season of Risk,” May 22, 2015). 

Dr. Cynthia Brinson, the clinic’s medical director 
and a founding member of Kind, told the Chronicle 
that a trans-specific medical center represents a 
crucial step toward reaching Central Texas’ goal of 
eliminating new HIV infections by 2020. “If we 
offer the trans and GNC communities a place 
they’re comfortable and can get their primary 
health care needs met... then we can also help get 
them other services like PrEP [pre-exposure pro¬ 
phylaxis], and general medical care,” Brinson said. 
“It’s all about getting people into a clinic where 
they feel comfortable to take care of their total 
needs, not just our purposes.” Schedule an 
appointment at 512/853-9547, or online:

Freedom of All Religions 
in Frisco 

Note to Attorney General Ken Paxton: When the 
Frisco Independent School District, just outside of 
Dallas, thinks your office is picking on Muslim students, 
it might be time to reconsider your tactics. In a March 17 
letter, Deputy Attorney General Andrew Leonie ques¬ 
tioned why a room was being set aside at Liberty High 
School for Muslim students to gather in prayer; the let¬ 
ter included a not-so-subtle insinuation that they were 
receiving preferential treatment. Leonie wrote, “Reports 
from Liberty’s news site indicate the prayer room is not 
available to students of all faiths.” Frisco Superintendent 
Jeremy Lyon fired back in an open letter that the room 
in question was open to all students, and had been for 
the last seven years, with no questions raised. Moreover, 
Lyon noted, Principal Scott Warstler made the room 
available because not doing so would violate the Texas 
Religious Freedom Restoration Act, since the students 
would have to take two hours from class every day to 
go home and pray. Lyon further challenged that, if 
Leonie was so concerned, he probably should have 
called the district before sending the original letter out 
as part of a press release. Instead, Lyon wrote, “Frisco 
ISD is greatly concerned that this type of inflammatory 
rhetoric in the current climate may place the District, its 
students, staff, parents and community in danger of 
unnecessary disruption.” - R.W.

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A Busy Week at the Lege 

CITY COUNCIL AND THE MAYOR CONFRONT THE CONTROLLING STATE 



SOME STATE LEADERS SEEM INCLINED “TO NOT LET LOCAL 
COMMUNITIES DECIDE WHAT THEIR PRIORITIES ARE” 

- MAYOR STEVE ADLER 


Although officially on spring hiatus last 
week, City Council’s beat goes on, espe¬ 
cially during the legislative session, when 
the folks under the Dome exchange every¬ 
thing they’re always spouting about “local 
control” for a new motto: “Do as we say!” 
Among the Lege agenda items intended to 
reverse local initiatives that the city’s legal 
team is tracking include everything the 
Chronicle’s News team addressed last week: 
immigration, property taxes, transportation 
network companies, women’s health, envi¬ 
ronmental protection, bathroom checkpoints 
.... There’s more, as you can review in “The 
Texas Hammer,” March 17, and that we’ll 
continue to follow week by week. 

It fell primarily to Mayor Steve Adler to 
do what he could to stem the legislative 
tide, somehow squeezing in Capitol testi¬ 
mony between myriad SXSW stops. Adler 
testified at hearings on property taxes and 
TNCs, submitted written testimony on 
immigration, and has been bustling on 
other matters likely to cause further agita¬ 
tion in Travis County. He was not alone: 
Council Member Ann Kitchen turned up to 
take her turn in the barrel on ride-hailing 
regs - as expected, various legislators seem 
determined to give deep-pocketed corps 
Uber and Lyft whatever they wish (“Lege 
for Sale?” March 14). CM Ellen Troxclair 
also testified on property taxes and ride¬ 
sharing - although on the opposite side 
from the mayor and Kitchen. 

Asked by the Chronicle about his week at 
the Capitol, the mayor cautioned that the 
“deliberative part” of the session is just 
beginning, so it’s too early to handicap all 
the bills aimed at reining in municipal 
authority. He noted that committee hear¬ 
ings at least sometimes educate legislators 
on distinctions that hadn’t yet occurred to 
them, noting that the supporters of deregu¬ 
lating short-term rentals seemed surprised 
to learn the effective differences between 
owner-occupied and non-occupied STRs 
(in Austin parlance, STR Is and 2s). He said 
defensive action on those kinds of bills 
may mean achieving amendments that 
make them easier for the city to tolerate. 


Nevertheless, he added, with the 
Republican domination of the Senate, “All 
the bills directed at cities look like they’ll 
[pass] the Senate.” 

Moreover, Adler said, some bill deregulat¬ 
ing TNCs looks likely to pass the House. 
“The initial bills look like they’ve been 
drafted by Uber and Lyft,” he said, “giving 
them pretty much everything they want.” 
That includes no fingerprint checks of driv¬ 
ers, although the mayor says he is hoping 
amendments can blunt the worst effects of 
the bills. “We might have to settle for finger¬ 
printing incentives for drivers, and there 
are other aspects - fees, data collection - 


other things we’re still working on. They 
seem intent on passing something; we’re 
trying to determine what’s the best achiev¬ 
able bill.” 

On property taxes, Adler said he told 
legislators that under the proposed cap - a 
proposed 4% increase would automatically 
trigger a rollback election - the state would 
be endangering crucial public services for 
only a “tiny” gain in tax relief: “Why risk 
cutting public safety for $2/month in tax 
savings?” If the legislators were serious 
about property tax relief, he said, they 
would tackle public school finance - which 
represents more than half of most property 


tax bills. (On Tuesday, the Senate voted to 
impose a 5% automatic rollback trigger.) 

Adler made a related argument on Senate 
Bill 4, which would require local law enforce¬ 
ment to comply with all “detainer” requests 
issued by Immigration and Customs 
Enforcement. The mayor said the policy 
would undermine public safety by breaking 
the established trust between Austin law 
enforcement and the immigrant communi¬ 
ty. “If our local law enforcement is required 
to participate in voluntary programs that 
create the perception that they are also per¬ 
forming the functions of federal immigra¬ 
tion agents,” Adler wrote to the Senate 
State Affairs committee, “they will lose the 
trust relationship that keeps us all safe.” 

On the larger question of the Legislature’s 
relationship with cities as reflected in these 
kinds of bills, Adler said that some legisla¬ 
tors and certain state leaders seem inclined 
“to not let local communities decide what 
their priorities are,” and such an approach 
ignores local differences. “Every city in this 
state is different,” said the mayor, “and 
Austin is different on many of these issues. 
I think the state is stronger, in letting each 
city be reflective of its community.” 

ITEMS TO WATCH 

City Council meets today, Thursday, 
March 23, with an agenda just short of 100 
Items and at least a couple of pitched 
debates. A few highlights: 

• Aging Oaks: The Austin Oaks PUD 
returns for a long-delayed second reading, 
pending still contentious questions of traf¬ 
fic mitigation and affordable housing, and 
with Council sharply split on these and 
other issues. The lengthy hearing is expect¬ 
ed to begin mid-afternoon. 

• DNA Disgrace: Several items address 
contracts attempting to redirect the work 
suspended by the Austin Police Depart¬ 
ment’s now-closed forensic lab, looping in 
Travis County, the Texas Department of 
Public Safety, and a private firm to help fill 
the gap. 

• Who Wants the Job?: An update and pos¬ 
sible action on the incipient search for a new 
permanent city manager, still procedural. 

The morning briefing is on the proposed 
Strategic Housing Plan; there’s a lengthy 
list of zoning cases; and the musical honor- 
ee is TROY NoKA, who will undoubtedly be 
feelin’ it. - Michael King

How Much Is 97%? AURA and Adler Exchange Notes on CodeNEXT. 


As everybody in Austin waits for the other CodeNEXT shoe to fall - the 
citywide “mapping” of new zoning designations expected in mid-April - 
the land use policy wonks and activists at AURA say they’re worried that 
the entire city land code rewrite is shaping up to be much ado about very 
little. They expressed that concern in a March 14 open letter to Mayor Steve 
Adler, responding to his assurances (quoted in the Statesman and else¬ 
where) that under the new code, 97% of the city’s current neighborhoods 
would remain roughly the same. “Is the CodeNEXT outcome a foregone 
conclusion inside your office,” they asked the mayor, “an outcome that will 
change nothing and help no one? Or do we want a city that prioritizes 
household affordability and remedying Austin’s staggering walkability, 
connectivity, and traffic problems?” The letter pressed the mayor to “Go 
Bigger” by supporting code revisions that would change the “segregative 


land use policy” that AURA blames for Austin’s increasing unaffordability 
and economic segregation. 

The following day, Adler responded to AURA’S letter with one of his 
own, posted on his website (www.mayoradler.com). He reiterated his belief 
that the city can achieve its housing goal (an additional 135,000 units over 
10 years) along the transportation “corridors” and in designated “activity 
centers... but not significantly impact the interiors of neighborhoods.” And 
though the mayor opens by insisting CodeNEXT will not begin “with 97% 
of the product already decided,” he later reiterates that the “transition 
zones” where most of this housing will be built will likely not amount to 
more than “3 to 5%” of the city. “It is not an indication,” he continues, 

“of how much of the actual geographic land mass of this city will be left 
unchanged through CodeNEXT.” 


Asked by the Chronicle if the mayor’s letter had allayed AURA’S concerns, 
board chair Susan Somers said the response “still leaves us confused” and 
hoping for further dialogue. AURA is dedicated to “fair housing in every 
neighborhood of the city,” Somers said, and the mayor’s assurances that 
“traditional neighborhoods” will hardly be affected by code changes under¬ 
mines that goal. “It’s all in the details” of the code, she continued, including 
that a major problem is the “missing middle” of housing (affordable, small¬ 
er units in various forms) that AURA believes need to be included in every 
neighborhood. “Even if we do nothing,” Somers said, “neighborhoods are 
still going to experience change - with massive new single family homes” - 
instead of the duplexes, fourplexes, and multi-units that are really needed 
but not allowed under the current code. Based on intensive review of the 
draft of CodeNEXT, Somers concluded, “We have pretty grave concerns that 
it won’t do what is needed. But we’re still optimistic that we can right the 
ship, and we want to be a part of the process.” - MX. 
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A Detrimental Effect 

CAN ANYONE REASONABLY TESTIFY IN FAVOR OF SB 4? 


Though she was barely tall enough to 
reach the microphone, 11-year-old Jaylin 
Castro stepped up to the podium before the 
House State Affairs Committee last Wed¬ 
nesday, March 15, and bravely pleaded for 
state lawmakers to vote against the so- 
called “sanctuary cities” bill, Senate Bill 4. 
The fifth grader, the youngest of four chil¬ 
dren, said her father, an undocumented 
resident who came to the United States 
from Mexico as a teenager, is hard-working, 
supportive, and deserves to 
live without the fear of 
deportation. 

“I’m always worried when¬ 
ever I come back home [from 
school] that he might not be 
there because ICE took him,” 

Castro said. “I don’t know 
what I would do if my dad 
was taken away from me. He 
is my world and a good dad. 

He always looks after us and 
keeps us safe.” The girl 
began to break into tears. “Please don’t 
separate mine or anyone’s family because 
we would all be very sad and depressed. My 
dad isn’t an alien; he is a human being and 
should be treated like one, too. Please stop 
SB 4.” 

Other children - as young as 9 years old 
- approached the podium to deliver pas¬ 
sionate and emotional pleas for the same 
during a marathon 10-hour Capitol hearing 
that stretched past midnight. Among its 
provisions, the bill, filed by Sen. Charles 
Perry, R-Lubbock, seeks to punish cities, 
counties, and universities that don’t fully 
cooperate with federal immigration poli¬ 
cies. On a party line vote last month, the full 
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Senate - working quicker and more cal¬ 
lously on red-meat policies than the lower 
chamber - passed SB 4 after a 16-hour com¬ 
mittee hearing the previous week that fea¬ 
tured similar calls to stop the bill. 

Last Wednesday, in an effort to mitigate 
some concerns, Rep. Charlie Geren, R-Ft. 
Worth, offered a revised version of the bill 
that allows law enforcement to ask about 
someone’s immigration status only if they 
are arrested, not just detained. In the new 
version, police chiefs (in 
addition to constables and 
sheriffs) could also face a 
class A misdemeanor for 
breaching the potential law. 
However, as evidenced by 
the steady stream of local 
law enforcement officials 
from Houston, San Antonio, 
El Paso, Dallas, and Austin, 
the bill still undermines the 
fragile relationship between 
the immigrant community 
and police, and in effect, compromises pub¬ 
lic safety. “We’ve worked so hard to build 
this trust,” APD Police Chief Brian Manley 
told the committee. “And I’m proud to be 
able to say: ‘If you see this patch and this 
badge, we’re focused on your safety, not 
your immigration status.’ [SB 4] would take 
away from our ability to do that.” 

Those in need of concrete evidence that 
Texans overwhelmingly oppose Perry’s bill 
should look no further than the remarkably 
disproportionate witness list: More than 600 
Texans signed up to speak against the bill, 
while fewer than a dozen spoke in support. 
Most of the speakers, as one witness noted,

were non-Latino residents. Indeed, immi¬ 
gration attorneys, faith leaders, activists, 
and citizens warned the committee that SB 
4 would tear families apart, lead to racial 
profiling, and prevent witnesses of domes¬ 
tic violence and child abuse from coming 
forward out of fear of deportation. 

If emotional pleas from children or expert 
advice from actual law enforcement offi¬ 
cials didn’t sway the committee, conserva¬ 
tives - often operating under the stated 


influence of rigid Christianity - had the 
opportunity to be moved by the moral argu¬ 
ment. Joe Vasquez, bishop of the Diocese of 
Austin, expressed his disappointment with 
the committee for not correcting the most 
“egregious” parts of the bill that would 
cause “detrimental” effects. This is not a 
political issue, said Vasquez, but a matter of 
human rights: “We know that Jesus Christ 
himself was a refugee, he was an immi¬ 
grant. He had to flee because he was being 
persecuted. So we want to see people treat- 


Senate Speeds 
Through Anti- 
Choice Bills 


In an anti-choice bill frenzy over the past 
week, the Texas Senate passed a trio of 
abortion-restrictive pieces of legislation with 
little debate. The upper chamber gave final 
passage to SB 8 by Sen. Charles Schwert- 
ner, R-Georgetown, on March 15. The redun¬ 
dant bill bans “partial birth abortion,” already 
illegal in the U.S., and prevents abortion 
patients from donating their fetal tissue for 
research, a provision Sen. Judith Zaffirini 
unsuccessfully sought to strike on the floor. 
On March 20, senators sped through SB 415 
from Sen. Charles Perry, R-Lubbock, who 
wants to ban dilation and evacuation (D&E), 
the safest and most common type of second- 
trimester abortion procedure. Prompted by 
Sen. Sylvia Garcia, D-Houston, Perry admit- 



Good News for Austin Women 

Whole Woman’s Health’s flagship abortion clinic in North Austin plans to reopen this April after closing 
its doors in the wake of 2013’s anti-choice House Bill 2. The clinic will offer comprehensive women’s health 
services, including annual exams, birth control, and emergency contraception. “Whole Woman’s Health got 
our start here [in Austin], and I am thrilled to announce that we will take the first step, with our flagship 
clinic reopening, to restore the fabric of care across our state that Texans have come to count on,” said Amy 
Hagstrom Miller, president and CEO of WWH. The abortion provider is the first to reopen since the U.S. 
Supreme Court’s decision ruled parts of HB 2 unconstitutional last June. The historic case, Whole Woman’s 
Health v. Hellerstedt, bears the name of the clinic as the independent provider led the fight against the 
draconian rules meant to shut clinics down. - M.T.

ed with dignity and want to be aware of 
their rights.” 

Unlike the Senate, the House will give 
itself more time to digest the anti-immi¬ 
grant bill, left pending in committee as of 
press time. Chairman Rep. Byron Cook, 
R-Corsicana, has indicated that he’s 
interested in curtailing some provi¬ 
sions and is in no rush to pass SB 4 
without giving it a closer look. As we 
inch toward the session’s halfway 
point (“The 85th’s State Something,” 

March 17), it’s another sign the 
House is more likely to stall on some 
of the big ticket right-wing priorities - a 
dash of hope for progressive onlookers. 
However, for the hundreds who testified 
against a bill that will break their fami¬ 
lies apart, there are no bright spots when 
lawmakers use their lives and futures to 
score political points. - Mary Tuma 


ted no medical groups supported his bill. He 
also seems aware his legislation met legal 
challenges in other states - similar laws in 
Oklahoma, Alabama, and Louisiana are all on 
hold. Sen. Kirk Watson, D-Austin, tried to 
amend the bill to let doctors perform the pro¬ 
cedure if it’s the safest avenue for women - 
that failed. Heather Busby of NARAL Pro- 
Choice Texas said SB 145 would “prevent 
doctors from using their best medical judg¬ 
ment when treating their patients and would 
put patients’ health, safety, and lives at risk.” 

On Tuesday, the Senate also gave final 
approval to GOP Sen. Brandon Creighton’s 
SB 25, meant to eliminate a patient’s right to 
sue their doctor if the physician withholds infor¬ 
mation that relates to fetal abnormalities. In 
effect, say critics, the bill lets physicians lie to 
patients in an effort to prevent abortion. 
Creighton called the “wrongful birth” cause of 
action problematic and a detriment to attract¬ 
ing out-of-state physicians. Sen. Jose Rodri¬ 
guez, D-EI Paso, countered that both the Texas 
Medical Association and tort reform groups 
disagree with that claim and that wrongful birth 
suits are actually “rare.” SB 25 is really about 
“limiting a woman’s choice” when it comes to 
her pregnancy, said Rodriguez. The trio of bills 
now move to the House for consideration. 

And finally, on Wednesday, the Senate 
sailed through SB 20 by Sen. Larry Taylor, 
R-Friendswood, which would bar insurance 
plans from covering abortion care (with no 
carve-outs for rape, incest, or fetal anoma¬ 
lies). Residents would be forced to buy sup¬ 
plemental coverage, somehow anticipating a 
need for an unexpected medical procedure. 
SB 20 still needs a third approval before 
moving to the House. - M.T. 



Protecting Sexual 
Assault Survivors 

SB 966, 967, 968, 969, 970, Sen. Kirk 
Watson, D-Austin 

Baylor University’s sexual assault scandal, in 
which it is alleged that 31 football players commit¬ 
ted 52 acts of rape over a three-year period, 
reminds Texans that large academic insti¬ 
tutions have the potential to facilitate 
and then cover up wrongdoing by men 
(in this case, star athletes) in positions 
of privilege - or, at least, to not take 
action when it comes to allegations as 
serious as rape. In response to the dis¬ 
grace at Baylor, alumnus Sen. Kirk Watson, 
D-Austin, has proposed a handful of bills 
that aim to protect sexual assault survi¬ 
vors at public and private colleges. 

SB 967 clears up the penal code definition of 
“consent” in sexual assault cases to be demon¬ 
strated “through words or actions indicating an 
active and voluntary agreement to participate in an 
act.” SB 970 requires the affirmative consent stan¬ 
dard be applied across all institutions of higher 
education - especially vital in cases where survi¬ 
vors are incapacitated, unconscious, or drugged. 
“No means no,” said Watson. “But the absence of 
‘yes’ should also mean no.” 

Three other bills are intended to make it easier 
for survivors to report rape: SB 966 protects minors 
who report sexual assault to doctors, police, or 
Title IX coordinators from being punished for 
underage drinking during the time of the attack, 

SB 969 shields sexual assault survivors and wit¬ 
nesses who commit a conduct code violation in 
relation to the incident, and SB 968 allows univer¬ 
sity students and employees to report incidents of 
sexual assault, family violence, or stalking elec¬ 
tronically and anonymously. 

“Sexual assault is a crime that happens to an 
alarming number of people and yet very few vic¬ 
tims ever report this crime to law enforcement,” 
said Watson. “These bills seek to encourage vic¬ 
tims of sexual assault to report without fear of 
campus or law enforcement authorities penalizing 
them for minor... violations that may have 
occurred ancillary to the incident.” 

Sofie Karasek, co-founder of End Rape on 
Campus, said the bills grant students more confi¬ 
dence to come forward and participate in investi¬ 
gations. “For years, victims of sexual assault have 
been discouraged from reporting, fearing that their 
cases wouldn’t be taken seriously, their assailants 
wouldn’t be punished, or that they themselves 
could be penalized,” said Karasek. “These bills are 
a critical step forward in keeping Texas’ students 
safe from sexual violence.” 

Now we’ll see whether the right-wing lawmakers 
who claim their bills are meant to protect women’s 
health and safety will work as ardently to pass 
these bills as they do the dozens of pieces of anti¬ 
choice legislation that pile up each session. - M.T. 
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Trump Detainer Report Figures "Inflated” 


Delivered to press inboxes Monday was the first of 
many Weekly Declined Detainer Outcome Reports 

making public which counties failed to hand over 
undocumented immigrants for deportation. The report, 
published through the Department of Homeland 
Security, shows Travis County accounted for 142 of the 
206 denials nationwide between Jan. 28 and Feb. 3, a 
remarkable 70%. That figure is a bit misleading, how¬ 
ever: ICE notes the numbers aren’t representative of 
the detainer issuance date, and indeed, most of the 
listed detainer requests out of Travis County were 
made prior to 2017. For instance, on Dec. 21,2015, ICE 
requested detainment of an individual arrested for DUI, 
but ICE writes the county declined on Feb. 1 of this 
year, the day Sheriff Hernandez’s new policies limiting 
cooperating with ICE took effect. 

Major Wes Priddy, who oversees operations at the 
county jail, tells the Chronicle that because the week 
selected for review encompasses Feb. 1, the figures are 
largely inflated. All but three of the “decline dates” 
are listed as Feb. 1. Priddy says the public can expect 
smaller numbers in the future - more in line with the 
routine rate of weekly requests. Indeed, a press release 
sent out by TCSO on Tuesday evening indicated that in 
the six weeks since Feb. 1, the office has declined 11 
detainer requests, out of 41 total submitted. 

Such context didn’t stop Gov. Greg Abbott, an 
advocate of ICE’s deportation machine, from taking the 
opportunity to grandstand. In a Monday press release, 
he called the DHS report “deeply disturbing” and evi¬ 
dence for the “urgent need” for a statewide “sanctuary 
city” ban in Texas. “The Travis County Sheriff’s decision 
to deny ICE detainer requests and release back into our 
communities criminals charged with heinous crimes - 


including sexual offenses against children, domestic 
violence, and kidnapping - is dangerous and should be 
criminal in itself,” Abbott said. 

Abbott also baldly lies about the numbers, 
implying that Travis County released 142 “criminally 
charged illegal immigrants” from custody during this 
one week - when in fact, that number represents only 
denied detainer requests. Those in custody still need 
to face local charges, regardless of whether the 
requests are accepted or denied - in other words, no 
one is simply walking free from their jail cells. (In fact, 
TCSO noted Tuesday, many remain in county or ICE 
custody). Priddy notes that of the 38 individuals 
facing felony charges who were released on bond 
between Feb. 1 and March 15,37 came back to court 
as directed. “That’s a pretty good number and really 
on par with any other group outside of undocumented 
folks,” he said. “But we don’t know if that will hold 
true over the course of the next few months because 
of the recent arrest at the courthouse by ICE. We 
suspect people will be more leery to go back to the 
courts now.” 

County Judge Sarah Eckhardt noted Monday that 
the crime rate in Travis County has steadily dropped in 
recent years, falling 30% since 2007. “ICE’s mission is 
to enforce federal immigration laws. Travis County’s 
mission is to enforce state criminal laws. If a person is 
suspected of rape, murder or any other serious crime, 
Travis County will bring them to justice irrespective of 
where the accused was born,” Eckhardt said in a state¬ 
ment. “Questionable immigration status is not evidence 
in our state criminal justice system. If the accused is 
undocumented, that is a federal issue which ICE is free 
to pursue independently.” - Mary Tuma

ICE Payback Confirmed 

A federal judge revealed that the raids run by U.S. Immigration and Customs Enforcement (ICE) in February 
were, in fact, a targeted operation in retaliation for Travis County Sheriff Sally Hernandez’s policies, confirming 
what many had suspected all along. The crackdown led to 51 arrests, including 28 people with no criminal back¬ 
ground, leading many to believe the raid was payback for Hernandez limiting cooperation with the federal agency. 

In open court on Monday, March 20, during a conversation with ICE Agent Laron Bryant, U.S. Judge Andrew 
Austin signaled he and magistrate Judge Mark Lane were notified prior to the February arrests that they would be 
forthcoming, the Statesman first reported. The revelation occurred during a hearing for Juan Coronilla-Guerrero, 
who was picked up by ICE at the Travis County Courthouse earlier this month (“Where Is My Dad?,” March 17). 
“Agent Shaffer came and briefed me and ... Judge Lane, at the very end of January, that we could expect a big 
operation; agents coming in from out of town,” said Austin. “There was going to be a specific operation, and it was 
at least related to us in that meeting that it was a result of the sheriff’s new policy, that this was going to happen. 

“My understanding is, one of the reasons that happened was because the meetings that occurred with the field 
office director and the sheriff didn’t go very well,” Austin continued. The judge’s revelation contradicts what ICE 
reported to local officials, including Travis County Judge Sarah Eckhardt, who was told by ICE Agent Dan Bible 
in February that the Austin arrests were not an act of retribution. - M.T.

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Risky Business 

WANT TO SELL CANNABIDIOL IN TEXAS? 
YOU’RE GOING TO NEED MORE MONEY.

Two summers ago, shortly after Gov. Greg Abbott signed 
the Texas Compassionate Use Act into law, marijuana reform 
advocates were cautiously optimistic about how the core com¬ 
ponents of the law would be put into effect. Little else was 
sure except that cannabidiol, a low-THC cannabis product 
known to treat and prevent epileptic seizures, would be 
licensed and regulated for private, medical use in Texas. But 
two years of tightening regulations and skyrocketing licens¬ 
ing fees have dimmed hope for advocates, entrepreneurs, and 
patients (see “Compassionate Misuse,” Nov. 18, 2016). The 
Department of Public Safety, the agency overseeing the 
TCU’s rollout and eventual regulation, has made it hard for 
aspiring suppliers to even apply for entry into the industry - 
reducing the minimum number of in-state licensees from 12 
to three, and imposing a licensing fee of $488,520 for a two- 
year contract - up from $6,000, yet somehow, after a November 
2016 proposal to jack the cost up to $1.3 million, still somewhat 
“compassionate” in comparison. (Those figures don’t account 
for renewal and registration fees, which have also skyrocket¬ 
ed.) DPS has said that the licensing fees will help pay for 
application processing, facility inspections, background 
checks, security, and more. Texas will have the highest licens¬ 
ing fees of any state that participates in a marijuana program. 


Such a lofty cost seems to be preventing potential 
licensees from applying. DPS is accepting applications 
through March 31, but department spokesperson Tom 
Vinger said this week that it has not yet received any 
applications from aspiring distributors. By April 30, offi¬ 
cials are expected to inform three applicants of their con¬ 
ditional approval. Operations should begin for the 
approved three on Sept. 1. Asked Tuesday about DPS’s 
plans should it not receive any applications before the 
deadline, Vinger said: “We expect that applicants will take 
full advantage of the March 31 deadline ... beyond that, we 
are not in a position to speculate.” 

Jay Czarkowski, co-founder of Canna Advisors in 
Boulder, Colo., has been working closely with one poten¬ 
tial applicant. He speculates licensing fees were raised 
“to reduce the number of applicants” and “reduce [DPS] 
workload.” The responsibility of starting a business 
requires owners to consider building facilities, buying 
equipment, and other operational costs. Budgeting for 
those expenses, in addition to the licensing fees, has led 
Czarkowski to believe “the only group that’s going to make 
money on this, at least for the first two or three years, is the 
state of Texas.” Kayla Brown, executive director of the 


Texas Cannabis Industry Association, another organiza¬ 
tion that’s been working with TCU applicants, expressed 
similar concerns. She added that the small patient popula¬ 
tion (CBD use is limited only to those diagnosed with 
intractable, or “uncontrolled,” epilepsy) will be another 
problem for aspiring licensees. “The licensing fees would 
be more bearable if there were more conditions and alterna¬ 
tively the lack of conditions would be more bearable if the 
licensing fee was lower,” Brown said. 

Yet Brown and the TCIA continue their work with poten¬ 
tial licensees - among them, Kris Taylor and Yasir Hashim, 
co-owners of CannOrganics of Texas, who want to bring a 
CBD manufacturer to central Texas. The two initially 
planned to seek separate licenses but decided to become 
business partners after realizing DPS would favor fully 
integrated organizations that could cultivate, manufacture, 
and distribute cannabidiol under one license. Speaking 
from his family farm roughly 60 miles outside of Austin, 
Taylor told the Chronicle that, though they anticipated 
changes to the program, the cost increases imposed by DPS 
did require CannOrganics to make some quick adjust¬ 
ments, which set them back one month. “We had to return 
to every single investor we approached with the new finan¬ 
cials and restart the process of getting commitments,” 
Taylor said. The “whole process has been interesting 
because you have to round up secure commitments for 
funding before you actually know if you’re going to get a 
license or not.” 

Should that effort prove successful, CannOrganics plans 
to operate a series of greenhouses on Taylor’s farm outside 
of Austin. The facility, known as Regenic, will include a 
pharmaceutical sterile extraction room where technicians 
will convert raw components of CBD into capsules and oils. 
The products will then be delivered through the company’s 
secured distribution division to retail and distribution 
facilities in Austin and San Antonio. The two hope their 
combination of cannabis experience and higher education 
will work in their favor. Taylor earned his bachelor’s degree 
in biology with a minor in environmental science, and pre¬ 
viously worked as a cultivation manager and environmen¬ 
tal protocol supervisor on a California cannabis farm. 
Hashim earned his bachelor’s in psychology with a minor 
in environmental science, and his master’s in applied cog¬ 
nition and neuroscience. Both deferred medical school to 
pursue a career in the industry. 

Taylor anticipates a patient-driven business rather than 
one built on how much CBD is produced or sold. He said his 
ultimate goal is to “provide the highest quality medication 
that’s available on the Texas market and set the standard” 
- not just for the Texas pharmaceutical CBD industry but 
for the marijuana industry as a whole. “It’s not a miracle 
drug and it’s not going to help everyone,” he said, “but 
again, it’s just one of those tools in the toolbox that physi¬ 
cians can use to help people have some kind of normal 
quality of life.” - Montinique Monroe

Early one recent Monday morning, in a 
basement clinic at University Medical 
Center Brackenridge, a half-dozen doctors 
and assistants huddled around computer 
screens reviewing patient records and 
X-rays. For roughly an hour, they skimmed 
through patient records, considering both 
the monochrome images on the screen - 
knees, pelvises, a few ankles in various 
states of damage or disrepair - and a collec¬ 
tion of printed reports on the patients’ over¬ 
all physical and emotional health. Most of 
the latter were derived from prior question¬ 
naires answered by the patients, online or 
in telephone interviews. 

The records covered patients scheduled 
for clinic appointments that Monday, 
although team leader and medical director 
Dr. Karl Koenig readily acknowledged that 
not all of the patients - many of whom are 
poor and don’t go to the doctor “until they 
absolutely have to” - would arrive. “Some 
days we can have 20-to-25 percent no-shows,” 
Koenig said. “Either they can’t get a ride, or 
something comes up in the family, or - occa¬ 
sionally - they’re just too depressed or over¬ 
whelmed to keep their appointments. 

“Some days,” he continued with a smile, 
“they pretty much all turn up. Then we 
have a very busy day.” 


Koenig and his team form one of Dell 
Medical School’s new “integrated practice 
units”: a group of medical specialists 
assembled to work together and to treat 
the “whole patient” - in this case, not just 
those knees and hips showing years of 
wear and tear (or worse) in the X-rays, but 
the body and mind surrounding the broken 
joints. Koenig points to an X-ray showing a 
badly damaged and badly healed pelvic 
injury that has for years affected the 
patient’s ability to walk. “He thought he 
had a broken leg, but he had no money to 
pay a doctor, so he just waited until he 
could manage to get around. His condition 
has slowly gotten worse, but surgery after 
so many years is not a likely option. Now, 
we need to determine what we can do to 
make his life better.” 

One after another, the X-rays reveal their 
secrets to the group of doctors and assis¬ 
tants; they consult each other on today’s 
appointments, what they need to learn 
from their patients, and which procedures 
- from reassurance, to mental health refer¬ 
rals, to medication, all the way to a recom¬ 
mendation of surgery - might “make their 
lives better.” 

That’s not the sort of group approach one 
usually hears from specialists, particularly 


orthopedic surgeons - they’re accustomed 
to “fixing what’s broke,” the made-visible 
wounds of bones and joints. Often their 
sometimes impatient patients presume that 
the entire purpose of the X-rays and the 
office examinations is to identify accurately 
the visible, fixable problem, and get on with 
the cutting and sewing. 

Another surgeon, Dr. David Ring (also 
Dell associate dean of Comprehensive 
Care), recalled one of his initial 
smartphone-aided teleconfer¬ 
ences with a patient who had 
waited too long for an appoint¬ 
ment to examine her injured 
wrist, and was skeptical that a 
highly paid surgeon was seri¬ 
ous about being interested in her situation. 
“She was angry about the delay, and wor¬ 
ried about her injury and whether it would 
prevent her from her own work as a nurse 
assistant,” said Ring. “Eventually, after we 
talked for a while, she apologized and told 
me that when she came in to see me, she 
would give me a hug. 

“Sure enough, when she arrived for her 
appointment, she gave me a hug, and made 
it clear that we had established a sense of 
trust. More important, she made her own 
decision, based on the examination and 


what I told her about her wrist, that surgery 
wasn’t necessary and the problem should 
resolve itself on its own. That was only pos¬ 
sible because I had the time and circum¬ 
stances to establish a relationship with her 

- and no institutional pressure to ‘do some¬ 
thing’ to justify a bill.” 

As things stand now, say Ring and his 
colleagues, structural and financial incen¬ 
tives built into the practice of medicine 
generally reinforce conventional doctor and 
patient expectations. A nationally institu¬ 
tionalized “fee-for-service” model, under¬ 
written by insurance companies and gov¬ 
ernment programs, pays doctors for “doing 
things”: ordering tests, utilizing expensive 
equipment, performing surgeries. 

Koenig, his team, Dell Medical School 
Dean Clay Johnston, and the entire Medical 
School faculty and staff insist they’re deter¬ 
mined to change all that, from the front end 
of the clinic interview to the back end of the 
financial payment structure. They say they’re 
determined to build the new medical school 

- the first such from-the-ground-up project in 
the U.S. in roughly 50 years - on the “value- 
based” health care model, treating patients 
and rewarding doctors on the basis of actual 
“outcomes” - how healthy they keep their 
patients, and ultimately, how healthy they 
keep whole populations in Central Texas. 

“It is about transforming health care,” 
reiterates Johnston, with the frank inten¬ 
tion to “spread that across the country.” A 
new medical school, he believes, not already 
tied to a standard fee-for-service business 
model and conventional contracts, is the 
“perfect place” to initiate such a transfor¬ 
mation. The school is developing new rela¬ 
tionships, under which doctors get paid not 
for more procedures - instead, they are 
paid when people are “healthier, pain-free, 
and productive.” 

“We want the emphasis to be on ‘health’ 
rather than ‘care,’” Johnston reiterated. “We 
want to be judged on the basis of how 
healthy we can keep the population of 
Travis County.” 

A PIPELINE OF DOCTORS 

When Patricia Young Brown stepped 
down last year after 12 years of leadership 
at Central Health, she wasn’t exactly retir¬ 
ing. She’s been simultaneously enrolled in 
seminary school for the last 
couple of years, with her 
studies focused on end-of- 
life issues and counseling, a 
fulfilling although not exact¬ 
ly stress-free second voca¬ 
tion. But her decision to 
move on is in keeping with her tenure at 
the health care district, and her conviction 

- as she watches the Dell Medical School 
rise along the Red River edge of the 
UT-Austin campus - that she has accom¬ 
plished what she set out to do when she 
took on the Central Health job in 2005. 

“The Austin history has been different 
than that of other major cities in Texas,” 
Young Brown told the Chronicle in a 
December interview. “Because we had 
Brackenridge Hospital addressing indigent 
care for so many years, we didn’t have the

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other health care infrastructure, like a 
health care district, to rely upon. But over 
the years, as the city grew and the health 
care landscape changed, we began to realize 
that Brack alone was insufficient, and that 
we couldn’t supply a sufficient level of care 
- especially specialist care - that the grow¬ 
ing population required. And once we orga¬ 
nized Central Health, we also began to real¬ 
ize that we couldn’t simply hire enough 
specialists to address the shortage - how do 
you buy something that isn’t there? We had 
to create our own pipeline of doctors. And 
that’s how the notion of a new medical 
school began to take shape.” 

There had been talk of an Austin-based 
medical school for years, mostly as a dream 
of various University of Texas administra¬ 
tions as well as some public officials and 
health care advocates, but other priorities 
had taken precedence, and the project had 
never quite caught fire. The idea needed a 
prominent champion, who arrived in the 
form of state Sen. Kirk Watson, the former 
mayor known for his relentless cheer and 
boundless energy. With 
a “10 goals in 10 years” 
plan that primarily 
emphasized health 
care, Watson lit the fire 
under the Medical 
School campaign, get¬ 
ting it on the Travis 
County ballot in 2012 in 
the form of a property 
tax increase for Central 
Health. The additional 
funding would have a 
dual purpose: estab¬ 
lishing and funding 
(jointly with the uni¬ 
versity, underwriting 
the physical plant) 
a new medical school, 
and to focus that 
school (and leveraged 
Medicaid funding) 
on health care for 
the underserved. 

There was some 
organized public opposition - less to the 
idea of the school, than the requirement to 
pay for it - and some more generalized 
objections to the continuing expansion of 
UT-Austin. But energetically driven by 
Watson, the proposition was supported by a 
broad cross-section of Austin organizations, 
and passed handily, 55-45%. 

A few weeks before the vote, Young 
Brown told the Statesman’s Mary Ann 
Roser: “What residents are paying for is 
health care delivery to the community. 
We’re not building buildings. What we’re 
proposing to do is pay for care through 
Medical School faculty, [medical] resi¬ 
dents and medical students. We’re also 
trying to leverage an amazing opportunity 
we have been presented ... [with the 
Medicaid] 1115 transformational waiver to 
essentially support this new delivery sys¬ 
tem, the expansion of services and the 
creation of a new teaching hospital and 
new medical school. All of these bring 
more services to our community.” 


ACRONYMS UNDER CONSTRUCTION 

With the Medical School complex still 
rising along a now dog-legged Red River 
Street, it’s still too early to confirm that the 
promise has been fulfilled. While the main 
teaching facility (the “Health Learning 
Building”) is completed and in full use (the 
first class of 50 students began classes last 
June), the “Health Discovery Building” 
(medical research site) and “Health Trans¬ 
formation Building” (surgery and clinical 
site) - are still under construction, sched¬ 
uled to be completed this year. (“They’ll all 
be acronyms in no time,” laughs one of the 
orthopedic team.) That doesn’t even count 
the new teaching hospital - the Dell Seton 
Medical Center at the University of Texas 
- around which the Medical School has 
been built. The hospital is scheduled to 
open in May, to replace the aging and 
obsolete Brackenridge and to become 
the central teaching hospital for the 
whole complex. 

In the meantime, that substantial work 
still in progress has required makeshift 
arrangements. The 
orthopedic clinic is 
operating in the UMC 
Brackenridge base¬ 
ment, space rented by 
Dell from Seton, func¬ 
tional but not ideal for 
the orthopedists and 
their patients. Koenig 
says the new 
“Transformation” clinic 
is being designed with 
the new approach in 
mind - e.g., couches 
instead of office chairs 
for meeting patients, 
and updated equip¬ 
ment to better utilize 
doctor-patient interac¬ 
tion and digitally col¬ 
late all relevant patient 
records, instead of the 
mixed digital-and- 
paper files they’re 
working with now. 

They already employ now-ubiquitous 
high-tech tools that were not yet available 
only a few years ago. “We found that smart¬ 
phones are nearly everywhere now, and 
even many of our poor patients have them,” 
said Dr. Ring. “Sometimes patients just 
can’t get here,” he continued. “I do a lot of 
direct calling. Sometimes they’re surprised 
to see me on the smartphone - it can be 
almost like a house call.” 

Ring, who moved to Dell from Harvard 
Medical School and Massachusetts General 
Hospital, is enthusiastic - not only about 
the technical innovations, but the structural 
and financial changes promised by the Dell 
model. “In a fee-for-service model, the 
emphasis is on volume - you just don’t get 
that opportunity to build relationships with 
patients, with the whole person.” Speaking 
not only of his own new practice, but that of 
his colleagues, he says: “We’ve been waiting 
all our lives to do that.”

LIBERATING PRACTITIONERS 

From the dean’s office down to the work¬ 
ing clinics, there’s a common refrain echo¬ 
ing Johnston’s emphasis on “healthy out¬ 
comes” for patients rather than multiply¬ 
ing opportunities and obligations for 
“care.” “As things are structured now, the 
financial incentives are structured for 
practitioners to ‘do more,”’ said Johnston. 
“Our goal is to learn how to do this better.” 
Johnston said that not only is “doing 
more” seldom the best model for patients, 
it also generates “a tremendous amount of 
waste,” in the form of unnecessary tests, 
unnecessary procedures, and too many 
poor patient outcomes. 

Johnston is aware that the “fee-for-ser- 
vice” model he’s describing remains the 
standard model for most health care and 
health insurance in the U.S., and says he is 
under no illusions that changing that situ¬ 
ation will be anything other than an uphill 
journey. He said his previous experience - 
at the University of California-San Francis¬ 
co School of Medicine - convinced him 
that even at the best institutions (“and 
UCSF is a really great place”), the estab¬ 
lished structures make change very diffi¬ 
cult. “What we’re trying to do here [at Dell 
Medical] is to collect innovative thought 
leaders who are themselves determined to 
do things differently. That’s liberating for 
the kind of person we’ve been recruiting.” 
He believes the opportunity to build a new 
model from the ground up has attracted 
faculty, staff, and doctors who have the 
same ambition, along with the dedication 
to use that model to serve the broad Central 
Texas population. 

Johnston and others point to the theo¬ 
retical work of Elizabeth Teisberg and 
Martin Harris, developing the Med 
School’s “value-based” approach to health 
care systems: finding ways to produce and 
quantify better outcomes for patients. 
Teisberg is the author (with Michael 
Porter) of Redefining Health Care: 
Creating Value-Based Competition on 
Results (2006), a seminal work in the field, 
arguing that the profession and the indus¬ 
try must shift from the fee-for-service 
model that currently governs medical 
practice, hospital finances, and health 
insurance plans, to a value-based structure 
that measures and rewards health out¬ 
comes - and over time, by eliminating 
unnecessary and repetitive treatments, 
broadly reduces the cost of care. Teisberg, 
now a full professor and executive director 
of Dell’s Value Institute for Health and 
Care, and colleague Scott Wallace summa¬ 
rize their approach in a recent article, 
“Four Steps Within Your Stride” (www. 
healthmanagement.org): measure out¬ 
comes; document “care paths” to deter¬ 
mine best practices; use integrated teams 
of varied expertise across the patient’s full 
cycle of care; design solutions that incor¬ 
porate the direct experience of patients. 
Elsewhere, Teisberg summarizes the val¬ 
ue-based goals: “Higher value opens the 
opportunity to enable better health for 
more people with the same resources.” 


THE WHOLE LIFE 

“Value-based health care” is no longer a 
new idea - insurance companies as well as 
hospitals and practitioners are beginning 
to explore the approach, as is Medicare - 
but it also hasn’t been around long enough 
to answer the question of how it will work 
in actual practice. Thus 
far, the Koenig orthope¬ 
dic group has been Dell’s 
most visible effort to 
give a reality to “inte¬ 
grated practice units,” 
and the early results 
have been remarkable. Specialist orthope¬ 
dic care was initially identified as a prob¬ 
lem area for Travis County patients, par¬ 
ticularly underserved (and often unin¬ 
sured) patients from poorer neighbor¬ 
hoods. By prioritizing the severest cases 
and working with existing CommUnityCare 


clinics and other doctors on spreading the 
work, the wait time for specialist care has 
been cut from more than a year to less than 
a month. That is, patients are receiving 
orthopedic appointments in a standard 
three weeks or less. 

Meanwhile, a similar focus was placed 
on improving health 
care for women - espe¬ 
cially the uninsured and 
poorer women who are 
the prime responsibility 
of Central Health. Dr. 
Amy Young, chair of the 
Department of Women’s Health, said that 
when she arrived at Dell in 2015 (most 
recently from the LSU Health Sciences 
Center in New Orleans), what drew her was 
the possibility of “rethinking how all this 
really works, in a meaningful way, instead 
of just fixing immediate problems.” In her 


experience, women’s health care too often 
“gets subjugated to just prenatal health,” 
and the aim of her department and her own 
gynecological and obstetrics practice is to 
consider women’s care “across the whole 
life of a woman.” 

Beginning in January of 2015, Young 
joined a group working through a Commun¬ 
ity Care Collaborative (a Central Health 
initiative) to “integrate care between the 
inpatient and outpatient system. We’re pro¬ 
viding a higher level of care upfront, and 
offer similar resources to insured and unin¬ 
sured patients.” Young says much of the 
early focus was on integrating care among 
hospital facilities and clinical sites, with a 
goal in part of enabling doctors to “see 
patients in their community rather than in 
the hospital.” 

The work took substantial shape in the 
spring of 2016. “We’ve found that leads to 
better outcomes, and better follow-up care. 
We’re still gathering numbers, but anecdot¬ 
ally, it appears that patients are returning 
more regularly to the clinics after delivery, 
and more consistently adopting contracep¬ 
tive plans, postpartum.” Young says inte¬ 
grating the hospital and clinic care provides 
the medical residents better understanding 
of the community context where their 
patients live, and that in turns delivers bet¬ 
ter ongoing care. It also means better access 
and provision of care “beyond the perina¬ 
tal.” She cites another project focusing on 
cervical cancer, and notes that the Medical 
School context has enabled her to collabo¬ 
rate with other department chairs, to pro¬ 
vide an “interdepartmental and interdisci¬ 
plinary approach” to cancer treatment. 

From her prior experience in Louisiana 
and Houston, Young is quite aware of the 
particular health care challenges in the 
South, where the political climate - often 
indifferent if not hostile to reproductive 
health care, less Medicaid availability, etc. 

- can present additional obstacles. “The 
political challenges tend to make the over¬ 
all system more fragmented, and the treat¬ 
ment decisions more complicated,” she 
says. “It’s not simple, and can make the 
work more difficult. But the [medical] resi¬ 
dents are very aware of the issues involved 

- and sometimes, better training occurs 
because of the necessity of balance.” 

Young emphasizes that the “rethinking 
and redesign” work of her department and 
the Medical School are “completely geared 
to the underserved population. We are train¬ 
ing our residents and moving them into a 
community where they’ll have to address 
the social determinants of health, and treat 
the patients in their own environment.” 

A HEALTHY POPULATION 

The women’s health projects and the 
orthopedic care redesign both represent 
specific examples of Central Health and 
Dell’s dual intention to “redesign health 
care” and to implement that redesign in 
treatment for the health care district’s target 
population: primarily the uninsured, under¬ 
served, and indigent population of Central 
Texas. Right now, these two are the most

visible of Dell’s programs - but they have 
been developed within a much larger and 
more ambitious project, under the short¬ 
hand designation of “Population Health.” 

Earlier this year, Dr. William Tierney, 
chair of the Department of Population 
Health, told a Carver Library audience that 
the “service mission” of his department is 
to become “a catalyst to improve the health 
of the community.” Tierney says that while 
other medical schools have developed Pop¬ 
ulation Health departments, their aims 
have been research-only. Dell’s, he says, is 
the first such department whose primary 
project is improving the health of an entire 
community. In a post last year on the 
Medical School’s web¬ 
site, he further defined 
the departmental mis¬ 
sion: “to enhance the 
health and well-being of 
the residents of Austin, 

Travis County, and 
Central Texas, with an 
emphasis on vulnerable persons and those 
suffering from health disparities.” He said 
his department, in collaboration with other 
local health care providers, is already 
engaged in “household-level assessments 
of every household served by Central 
Health in Travis County” (some 200,000 
people in all), many of whom live in the 
Eastern Crescent. Tierney has prior experi¬ 
ence in Indiana and Africa (Kenya) at 
developing community-based methods of 
assessing and improving population health, 
and he notes that the process requires 
engaging the community and local organi¬ 
zations in defining, measuring, and 
addressing the issues identified. 

Another Population Health community 
engagement project is the “Center for 
Place-Based Initiatives.” Lourdes Rodri¬ 
guez, director of the Center, cheerfully 
describes the “really wonky” name as 
emphasizing how “place matters” in mar¬ 
shaling “local resources to solve local prob¬ 
lems.” Originally trained at the University 


of Puerto Rico as a chemical engineer and 
microbiologist, Rodriguez eventually 
moved into public health, but bringing an 
engineer’s focus on “solving problems.” 
She spent the last 13 years in a New York 
City program designed to build community 
collaboration on public health issues. 

Rodriguez uses a “potluck dinner” meta¬ 
phor for that project and in describing the 
approach of the Center; it m 
reaches out to local residents 
to bring their “best ideas to 
the table” for health care solu¬ 
tions, with the Center then 
acting as a “matchmaker” 
between the ideas and meth¬ 
ods, and partners for imple-

mentation or development. 

Facilitated through a 
“Community Strategy Team” 
that includes local advocates 
and activists, the Center has 
been compiling dozens of sub¬ 
mitted ideas after public out¬ 
reach, and sorting them into 
what Rodriguez calls three 
further analysis or action. 

“Some we will find impractical, or at least 
impractical with currently available 
resources; others we’ll say, ‘We can’t support 
these directly, but we’ll suggest other part¬ 
ners that might help to pursue them’; and 
in a third category, we’ve identified about a 
dozen ideas that we want to try and test 
here, in projects running 3 to 12 months - 
we don’t want to delay them - and see how 
they work.” 

“The overall goal is to design place-based 
initiatives to improve and practice public 
health,” Rodriguez summarizes. “Some¬ 
times that means ‘looking upstream’ to the 


causes of chronic diseases - causes that are 
often social conditions.” Rodriguez cites the 
example of asthma, which is often a conse¬ 
quence of a family’s living circumstances; 
as another example, she notes the limited 
availability in the Austin area of public 
transportation, which can contribute to the 
inability of poor residents to get access to 
care. Her strongest emphasis is on commu¬ 
nity collaboration: “Population Health is 
about everybody chipping in.” 

BUILDING CONNECTIONS 

Maninder “Mini” Kahlon, Dell’s vice 
dean for strategy and partnerships, is a 
whirlwind of big-picture conversation 
about how all these Dell programs fit 
together in the very large project of trans¬ 
forming the “ecosystem of health care” in 
Central Texas - from prevention at the 
front end to finances at the other. Wearing 
her “strategy” hat, she reiterates the 
school’s primary goal of changing the struc¬ 
tural emphasis from “care” to “health.” She 
recites a list of the school’s partners that fit 
into that project in various ways: Central 
Health, the Seton Healthcare Family, and 
UT-Austin, of course, but also 
Community Care clinics and other provid¬ 
ers that are steadily forming collaboratives 
with the Medical School. She points again 
to the orthopedic integrated practice unit 
and perinatal care project as signature ini¬ 
tiatives that will be expanded and replicat-

ed, with a continuing emphasis on keeping 
people healthy. 

Kahlon’s institutional attention is also 
occupied with the connection between 
health care systems and cost: “We want to 
improve outcomes at lower costs.” One 
problem, she says, is that the Travis County 
health care system is “very segregated” in 
institutional terms; she spends a lot of her 
time making connections between various 
providers and organizations, encouraging 
them to work together and with the Medical 
School. Collaboration, she says, will mean 
both better outcomes for patients and lower 
costs for providers and insurers - who still 
need to be fully persuaded that paying for 


outcomes rather than procedures will even¬ 
tually reduce overall costs. One advantage 
in Travis County, Kahlon says, is that sev¬ 
eral major local employers - Austin ISD, the 
UT System, the City of Austin, Dell Inc. - 
are directly interested in the school’s pro¬ 
posals, self-fund their own insurance cover¬ 
age, and have begun to see the advantages 
of a value-based system. 

Like Johnston, Kahlon also came from 
UCSF - “They call us ‘The Crew From San 
Francisco’” - and says she knows the ten¬ 
sions and responsibilities in working for and 
with major public institutions. In Austin, 
she’s become aware of some persistent pub¬ 
lic suspicion of UT-Austin’s role in the com¬ 
munity, and the potential sense that UT and 
the Medical School will inevitably value 
empire-building over community health 
care, especially for those most in need. “If 
we don’t address the community’s needs,” 
she insists, “we will fail. And the only way 
we can address those needs, is by becoming 
part of the fabric of the community.” 

THE MISSION: HEALTH 

Down at the orthopedic clinic in the 
Brack basement, Dean Johnston’s grand 
goals are in the air, but only implicit in the 
clinical conversations. Patient John Seger 
cheerfully confesses that he “used up his 
body” playing football and riding stunt 
motorcycles, and that his hip joints - 
replaced 11 and 15 years ago - will soon 
need to be replaced 
again. He says he’s very 
grateful for the care 
he’s received from the 
Dell doctors, at a mini¬ 
mal cost he can afford. 
He’s 53 years old, he 
says: “It’s not the years, 
but the miles.” 

In an adjoining ex¬ 
amination room, Dr. 
Devin Williams exam¬ 
ines Irabel Avila’s 
arthritic knee; Jose 
Avila translates for his 
father, who’s worried 
that the knee seems 
unstable. (He’s been 
referred here by the 
People’s Community 
Clinic.) “There’s no 
cure for arthritis,” says 
Williams. “If some¬ 
body invents one, 
they’ll be rich.” He recommends contin¬ 
ued physical therapy, and after he watches 
Avila walk, “We should be able to find a 
brace for that wobble.” 

Do the handful of patients meeting with 
Williams and the other doctors, moving 
briskly through the clinic on one Monday 
morning, signify a new, better future for 
health care, in Central Texas and beyond? 
It’s too soon to tell. It is clear that Dean 
Johnston, the Medical School teams and 
faculty, and the supporting staff, all firmly 
believe in the transformative mission 
they’ve assumed, in establishing the school, 
and in accepting responsibility for the 
health of the Central Texas community. ■

neath). “Pinot Meow” ($12) in Denver and 
“Meow and Chandon” ($15) in Fort Myers, 
are specialties - basically watered catnip, 
according to a February New York Times 
report (so the felines can also get buzzed). 
The wine outing is the human’s preference, 
of course, with a loftier cachet than the 
“happy hour” most cats might prefer (say, a 
“sardine bar”). 

“I tried the $5,000 hamburger, and it was 
absolutely worth it,” wrote the apparently 
straight-faced CNBC reviewer Robert Frank 
in February, describing his meal at the Las 
Vegas Mandalay Bay restaurant Fleur. (The 
burger included Wagyu beef, foie gras, and 
truffles, and was served with a similarly 
inexplicably priced wine.) Other recent con¬ 
sumer challenges: an $18 cup of coffee at 
Brooklyn’s Extraction Lab; a $100 bottle of 
Norwegian iceberg water (Svalbardi.com); a 
$2,000 pizza at New York City’s Industry 
Kitchen (caviar, truffles, gold flakes); and a 
$25,000 taco at the Grand Velas Los Cabos 
resort in Mexico (caviar, brie, Kobe beef, lan- 
goustine lobster, rare tequila - and once 
again with the gold flakes). 

Wait, What? 

Anglers fighting to preserve choice spots 
on the fishing pier on Sebastian Inlet, north 
of Vero Beach, Fla., have taken to tossing 
lead weights and other items at “competi¬ 
tors,” especially those who approach the 
pier to fish directly from their boats. Such 
territory marking by the “piersters” includes, 
according to a February report in Florida 
Today, perhaps a version of classic mammal 
behavior, like strategic urination and hurling 
their feces at the waterborne invaders. 


Government in Action 

Illinois has problems: a $130 billion 
unfunded pension crisis, 19 months without 
a budget, the lowest credit rating and high¬ 
est property taxes in the country, and the 
murder rate in Chicago. However, at least 
the state house of representatives is not 
standing by idly. In February, it moved to 
designate October 2017 as Zombie 
Preparedness Month (basically, adding 
“zombie invasion” to the list of mobiliza¬ 
tions for any natural disaster and urging res¬ 
idents to stockpile food and supplies for up 
to 72 hours). 

Lawyers for former U.S. Rep. Jesse 
Jackson Jr. have convinced federal officials 
that his bipolar disorder was “caused” by 
the stress of being a congressman and thus 
that he is entitled to “total disability” worker 
compensation for an “on-the-job” injury — 
and thus to about $100,000 a year, tax-free, 
according to a February Chicago Tribune 
report. (Jackson, 51, also receives Social 
Security disability payments.) Lawyers said 
his disorder (often attributed to genetic fac¬ 
tors) surfaced during an investigation into 
Jackson’s looting of his campaign treasury 
for luxury goods and vacations (charges 
eventually settled with a guilty plea). 

Jackson dated his onset to June 2012, 
meaning that his last 72 House votes came 
while “totally” disabled.

A councilman in Overtornea, Sweden, 
introduced a bill (a “motion”) that workers 
be given paid “sex breaks” during the busi¬ 
ness day in order to improve well-being and, 
thus, job performance. The primary benefi¬ 
ciaries would be married, fertile couples, but 
all workers would receive the benefit. And 
employers, said Councillor Per-Erik Muskos, 
would have to “trust” their employees 
because some surely would “cheat” (by not 
having sex!). 

Not Clever Enough: Daniel Crowninshield, 
54, pleaded guilty in federal court in 
Sacramento in 2016 to illegally manufactur¬ 
ing assault weapons that had no serial num¬ 
bers - despite efforts to circumvent the law 
by claiming that his customers actually 
“made” their own weapons using his equip¬ 
ment. Crowninshield (known as “Dr. Death” 
online), an expert machinist, would take a 
“blank” metal casting and, using special 
equipment and computer programs, create 
the firing mechanism for a numberless 
AR-15 - provided the customer presses a 
button to start the process. “Pressing the 
button,” Crowninshield figured, made the 
customer the creator, not a buyer or trans¬ 
feree of the gun, and thus exempt from fed¬ 
eral law. In February, Judge Troy Nunley, 
unimpressed, sentenced Crowninshield to 
three years and five months in prison.

Boarding Call 

Lisa B. Thompson’s Underground digs deep into politics 
past and present, and asks us all: What are you gonna do?

T o see Mason and Kyle sipping cognac 
while seated on a leather sofa in 
Mason’s extensively renovated 19th- 
century brownstone, is to see two friends 
who have prospered in middle age sharing a 
drink. But there’s more to the scene than is 
apparent on the surface. There’s history 
there. Dig a little, and beneath the suits of 
this high-end attorney and professional 
activist, you’ll find Dix and K, the college 
students these men were when they met 30 
years before, students deeply engaged in 
protesting apartheid and its institutional 
support in the U.S. There’s history in the dif¬ 
ferent worlds they came from, K’s upscale 
neighborhood of View Park, the “Black 
Beverly Hills,” and Dix’s poverty-stricken, 
crime-ridden streets of South Central L.A. 
There’s even history in the upstate New York 
townhouse where they sit: It once served as 
a stop on the Underground Railroad. 

All that history - and the tension buried 
with it - is unearthed in Underground, a 
play by Lisa B. Thompson that begins its 
three-week world premiere run this week¬ 
end at the Vortex. Kyle’s appearance on 
Mason’s doorstep is unexpected - the two 
haven’t seen each other in almost a decade 
- and while Kyle insists he’s come as an old 
friend, the turn of conversation toward their 
days of student activism and Kyle’s involve¬ 
ment with a new and controversial protest 
movement - which is also the focus of news 
reports on Mason’s TV - moves chummy 
reminiscence to charged political debate. 
The focus becomes “What do we do now?” 
with the two men as divided in their views 
as Malcolm X and MLK or W.E.B. DuBois 
and Booker T. Washington. And as Kyle and 
Mason grapple philosophically and rhetori¬ 
cally, their warring words span generations 
of African-American activism and thought, 
from the era of slavery to Black Lives 
Matter. It’s a drama that speaks powerfully 
to the present moment, but always with an 
awareness of what has come before. 

Now, those who know Thompson’s other 
plays may be surprised to find her penning 
such a hot-button, heavyweight drama as 
Underground. So is she. “I usually write 
comedy, so this is a real departure for me,” 
she says. “I’m somewhere between August 
Wilson and George Wolfe and Ntozake 
Shange, probably. Those are my influences. 
I’m wearing more of the Wilson hat now, 
doing a straight play and tempering my 
comedic voice.” So what led the author of 
Single Black Female, The Mamalogues, and 
Dreadtime Stories: One Sista’s Hair down 
this road? The Chronicle caught up with the 
theatre artist, scholar, and associate profes¬ 
sor of African and African Diaspora Studies 
at the University of Texas in the rare 
moment when she wasn’t busy with rehears¬ 


al, research, or her 11-year-old son to ask. 
Austin Chronicle : There’s a lot of courage 
in that script. Did you approach the play 
with strong intent or was there some part of 
you that wondered, “Should I he doing this?” 
Lisa B. Thompson: Both. [I was] trying to 
write down the feeling of living through 
three events: I lived in Los Angeles 
through the uprising-slash-riots; I lived in 
Los Angeles during O.J. Simpson - at least 
when the murders were happening and I 
lived through the chase; and I moved to 
upstate New York three or four weeks 
before 9/11. What I’m trying to capture is 
that feeling of emergency, of living in 
those days. 

I was also a student of Anna Deavere 
Smith at UCLA, and I remember her doing 
Twilight: Los Angeles, 1992 and capturing 
all these voices, all this cacophony. So I’m 
trying to capture living through these states 
of emergency, and being this black woman 
who’s sort of been privileged to be in certain 
kinds of rooms - going to Stanford, being at 
UCLA, having a fellowship at Harvard. It’s 
an interesting space to come from with par¬ 
ents who didn’t finish college, so I want to 
capture that feeling of anxiety of being in 
emergency but also capture what it means 
to, in some people’s eyes, have a comfort¬ 


able life and still look around you and feel 
like, “This is never gonna get any easier, is 
it?” [Laughs] “I mean, this is it?” 

So it’s scary. Also realizing - especially 
when the election happened - “Oh my god! 
This is not a good time to be writing some¬ 
thing like this. I’m gonna be on every list.” 
But then you’re like, “I’m probably already 
on the list anyway.” 

AC: The play has such a great grasp of the 
present moment - this is a CNN broadcast, 
this is a New York Times headline - and it’s 
also encapsulating debates that have been 
going on since the modern civil rights era, 
certainly, but also going back to the early 
part of the 20th century and beyond. 

LBT: Since those people had to decide: 
“Harriet Tubman is coming. Are you going 
to run or are you going to stay?” So this play 
is a long time coming. 

AC: Did you start knowing that this play 
would dig through this dichotomy of ideas? 
LBT: I didn’t. One thing that I felt initially 
was, moving to upstate New York, I was 
hanging out with some friends during 
Christmas holiday time and I was looking 
for a house at the time, and I saw this flier 
that said, “Beautiful townhouse, exposed 
brick, original fireplaces, hardwood floors, 
stop on the Underground Railroad, new 


windows ...,” and I was like, “What? Stop on 
the Underground Railroad? Oh my god!” 
So, initially, really [the play] was: What does 
it mean to have a piece of the Underground 
Railroad, and if somebody was running 
from something, would you hide them 
there? So first, it was about the friendship. 

Later, it became about unfolding these 
two sides: How do you grapple with black 
liberation? Has anything ever been done 
other than laws and “Aw, shucks, sorry. 
Work it out”? And what does it mean that 
your friend’s child could be Tamir Rice or 
Michael Brown? 

I don’t know, I think it’s very comfortable 
to be mad on Facebook and call your sena¬ 
tors and all that stuff we’re doing, and it’s 
scary to give up your summer at the 
Vineyard and your deliveries from Crate & 
Barrel and Amazon and all that. 

The last act of the inspiration was watch¬ 
ing - live watching - what’s going on in 
Ferguson, what’s unfolding in different plac¬ 
es, and you’re a person of a certain age look¬ 
ing at the younger people and thinking 
about what we did when we were younger. 
We did occupy UCLA and close it down for 
days for anti-apartheid - that really was a 
golden moment and those friends of mine 
are now attorneys and D.A.s and prosecutors. 
It’s amazing to see the careers they’ve had. 

So thinking about the place you are in 
your life, and either there’s one last hurrah 

- we gotta go and rage against the machine 

- or you’re just gonna tutor kids and, you 
know, be a volleyball coach and give back in 
ways that are comfortable. I don’t know. 
The answer is, perhaps, different for differ¬ 
ent people. Or the answer is there is no 
answer. Speaking it out loud is very scary. 
AC: Were there voices from your past in your 
head as you were writing the play? Ghosts 
at your shoulder, whispering things? 

LBT: Mostly for the college scenes, the 
flashbacks. When I was an undergraduate, 
there were several people who were kind of 
like Kyle, “fifth-year seniors” - you know, 
“How many five years have you had?” - and 
they were the most radical students. One of 
them was a dear friend. The first time I met 
him, I was a freshman, he was speaking at a 
rally, and I was in the back going crazy - 
“Give it to the people!” - this was 1983, 
right? After he finished, he came up to me 
and said, “Who are you?” And we were 
friends from then on. So he’s definitely 
there. I should probably change the dedica¬ 
tion [of the play] to him. He was amazing. 
AC: Will your son see the play? 

LBT: I’m still deciding. It’s an intense play. 
And he’s only 11. But I’m also realizing that 
the world he lives in may not see him as 11, 
so am I doing a disservice to him by baby¬ 
ing him in this way? It’s tough. I think it’s a 
little much. I think 15, 16. But then, he’s 11. 
Tamir Rice is 12. He’s gonna turn 12 this 
year, in six months.

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Tree Pose 

IN SHARON MARROQUIN’S NEW DANCE LAS CUATRO 
ESTACIONES, WE ARE ALL GNARLED AND HELIOTROPIC

The voiceover, blending English and 
Spanish, ruminates on autumn: 

Las hojas no caen, se sueltan ... 

Leaves don’t fall, they let go. 

But I recognize that I am a tree that has 
trouble letting go of its leaves .... 

I feel so comfortable and safe with these 
predictable leaves, con estas costumbres 
perennes. 

Clearly, this isn’t the autumn of pumpkin- 
spice everything and construction-paper 
maple leaves. Rather, it’s the autumn - these 
are the autumns - of individual trees and 
individual people, represented 
by dancers who, once the text 
has been spoken, fling them¬ 
selves into Vivaldi’s urgent 
winter. Fervently, they perform 
daily rituals: One dancer 
brushes and tosses her hair, 
another buckles and unbuck¬ 
les her bike helmet, and yet 
another packs and unpacks, 
zipping and unzipping, her 
backpack. At the same time, 

Sharon Marroqufn walks 
across the back of the studio, 
heaving a 2-foot-tall, 18-inch¬ 
wide section of a tree trunk 
from stage left to a spot just 
right of center and sets it on 
one end. Lisa del Rosario approaches the 
stump and slowly ascends it, her toes, hob¬ 
bled by bunions, gripping the rough surface 
and her ankles adjusting for alignment. She 
unfolds her body, subtly twisting, trembling, 
and reaching toward thinner air. Once erect, 
she stretches her arms above her, her torso 
slightly bent, her shoulders just barely tilted 
and facing a different direction than her face, 
which is oriented to what can only be the 
sun. It is work, this heliotropism. This tree 
pose is unlike the square-bodied yogic one, 
but it is at once recognizable. Of course, we 
are gnarled, like trees. Our growth and the 
seasons mark us. 

Marroqum is the author of the text and 
the choreographer of Las Cuatro Estaciones: 


A Story of Human Trees, a work she devel¬ 
oped as a resident artist at the Emma S. 
Barrientos Mexican American Cultural Center, 
where I sat in on a rehearsal one Sunday in 
February. With a cast of eight formidable 
female dancers plus 10 children, video by 
Ana Baer, lighting by Scott Vandenberg, and 
costumes by Magdalena Jarkowiec, the work 
marks Marroqum’s first full production since 
2012’s The Materiality of Impermanence, 
a nuanced and vivid work (think shards of 
glass and a rainbow of bras) about her expe¬ 
rience with breast cancer. With Las Cuatro 

Estaciones, Marroqufn contin¬ 
ues her investigation of the 
acceptance of change and 
its inevitability. But in the 
new work, serious contem¬ 
plation of our ashes-to-ashes 
destiny is prompted not by a 
portentous event but by the 
mere accumulation of experi¬ 
ences - springs, summers, 
winters, falls - and our 
increasingly refracted and 
sagacious perceptions. At 
some point, we come to 
understand, the leaves will 
not grow back. How, in the 
meantime, do we cope? 

Dance is a self-referential 
discipline for such subject matter: Even more 
temporary than a person is a dance made by 
a person, and a person’s ability to embody 
the dance. The aphorism “a dancer dies 
twice,” which has been attributed to dancers 
as dissimilar as Martha Graham and 
Broadway star Gwen Verdon, suggests the 
particular difficulty of letting go of certain 
rituals, certain leaves. None of this is to say 
that Marroqufn is going anywhere, in any way, 
anytime soon - only that she has a particular 
understanding of the journey. ■

AC: Have you had expectations of what you 
want people to walk out of the theatre with? 
LBT: The challenge of these opposite poles 
and how to approach that, really thinking 
about that and being honest. If you’re really 
gonna tutor and call senators, whatever you 
do, own it. And make it sing, instead of 
doing it in a way that you feel uncomfort¬ 
able with. What are you gonna do? 

What are you gonna do? 

’Cause it may be a knock at the door when 
you have to decide. What happens if people 
start going door to door, grabbing Muslims? 
Are we really gonna say, “I’m gonna call my 
senator”? Are you gonna stand there and 


watch them drag someone away? 

I don’t know. Stuff’s gonna get - it has 
gotten .... Things have happened. 

But I’m so proud of my country, too. The 
day after the election, seeing the students 
protest on campus - they protested all day, 
morning ’til night, every type of student, in 
terms of sexuality, in terms of gender, in 
terms of age, of race, nationality, religion. I 
was so proud of them. And I just felt that 
this is the future. I don’t feel afraid about 
that. And that’s real. ■

Fired Up at the Depot 

Big heart propels the slamming doors and zippy one-liners 
in Sam Bass Community Theatre's Flaming Idiots

The Old Depot Stage, home of Sam Bass Community 
Theatre, is an absolutely magical space with a history to 
match. The building started its life as a depot for the Round 
Rock leg of the Union Pacific Railroad, but in the early 
Eighties was purchased by the founders of Sam Bass (the 
asking price was one dollar), converted into a perfor¬ 
mance venue, and moved to its current location near 
the banks of Brushy Creek in lovely Memorial Park. 

Ever since, this Round Rock-based company has been 
staging plays as well as providing the community with 
workshops and theatre camps for people of all ages. 

Flaming Idiots, Sam Bass’ latest show, is a modern- 
day farce penned by Tom Rooney and 
the directorial debut for Sara DeSoto, 
who has been an actor with the com¬ 
pany for the last three years. The story 
goes like this: Phil and Carl are two ex¬ 
postal clerks that have gone in halfsies 
on a restaurant venture. So far, it is 
not going well. Despite a talented chef and a well-connected 
financial backer, the bills are adding up and the dining room 
remains empty. As the two entrepreneurs mull over ways to 
get bodies in seats, it occurs to them that Zippy’s, the most 
popular joint in town, gained notoriety because a famous 
mobster was murdered there. Could a similar incident be the

key to their success? There’s also an amorous cop 
who rides a belligerent horse, an extremely forgetful 
assassin, a busboy who’s in over his head, an actor 
waiting on his big break, a restaurant reviewer who’s 
extra-cheeky, a dead body, and a signature drink - 
the Flaming Idiot. 

Rooney’s text stays true to farcical form, 
rife with quick one-liners and even quicker 
puns. It’s as much fun to hear as it is for 
the actors to say, and the actors are hav¬ 
ing a blast. Michael Rodriguez and Jennifer 
Gonzalez gave the standout performances 
of the evening, and while the 
theatre itself is small, one 
can’t help but marvel at the big 
heart behind this production. 

In most farces, there’s a key moment 
in the last act where lots of doors are 
opening and closing, characters are 
coming and going, and general chaos and confusion ensues. 
During that sequence of onstage events, timing is everything. 
One misstep, one line flub, one botched costume change, and 
the whole chain of events falls apart. It is, by far, one of the 
most difficult things to pull off seamlessly in a live theatre 
setting. When the time came in Flaming Idiots for doors to 



start slamming, nobody missed a beat. This bodes well for 
DeSoto’s future work at Sam Bass. 

Currently, the Old Depot Stage is in need of some repairs, 
and while Union Pacific has stepped in with a grant to help, 
Sam Bass Community Theatre ultimately needs (and is much 
deserving of) the support of the community it serves. To get 
involved, go to www.sambasstheatre.org. Or at the very least, 
take an evening, go to Memorial Park, and catch a pleasant 
play in a little building filled with big history.

Dr. Dre and GZA the 
Genius are two of my 
favorite producers. They 
work with numerous lyri¬ 
cists of varying styles and 
voices, but for anyone 
familiar with their sound, 
there is never any mistak¬ 
ing who the artist behind 
the artist is. At the same 
time, each knows how to 
get out of the way and 
let the featured artists 
spread their wings. It’s a 
seamless collaboration 
guided by the aesthetic 
of a talented hand. That 
approach is rare in the 
visual arts, but Jana 
Swec has found a way. 

“Congitopia” is a col¬ 
lection of 17 works, each 
a product of a collabora¬ 
tion between Swec and 
another artist. One of 
the standouts is Ora, 
with Adam Young. Ora is 
a mixed-media collage 
on a wood surface. A 
figure like a 19th-century 
shepherd relaxes in the 
crook of a hill, blowing 
on a harmonica with his 
legs crossed. Around him 
goats frolic and moon to 
the music in a landscape 
of earth-toned trees 
and plants. “The roots 
reached upwards,” we are told at the bottom 
of the image. More text is painted and inked 
in spots around the landscape like whispers. 
“Constant constant constant constant con¬ 
stant travelers,” one says in a wobbling yellow, 
buried among the green buds of a sprawling 
tree. “Went on growing,” says black text even 
farther up the tree. Meanwhile the shepherd 
and goats caper at the scene’s center. It’s like 
a Marcel Dzama illustration, cartoonish but 
haunting, but what it also reminds me of is a 
colonial American genre painting, where crude 
people gather outside a town hall or farm¬ 
house, riding horses or chasing chickens in 
a pastoral landscape, a church steeple far in 
the background. Ora has that same simplicity, 
the same honesty, a visual style out of folk 
art, as though it were made in an older world. 

A theme that runs through most of the 
images is a tree-like, organic form that grows 
and twists in many directions. In the case of 
Ora, that would be the grand tree itself, buds 
streaming the span of the sky like galaxies, 
as well as the striated roots and hills that 
fold on themselves and frame the image. The 
form is also notable in Bruna, with Alexandra 


Valenti, an image of a twining, multi-colored 
creature that reaches from the sea into a 
sky of swarming white birds. Vega, with Julie 
Swec, is a photo of a girl seated with her 
back to us as tentacles, this time in black 
and white, swirl around her body. In Farah, 
with Jon Windham, the tentacles have grown 
fat and pink. They lay over the bottom two- 
thirds of the image like the surface of a soft 
planet or a gathering of intestines. The top 
of the image is pitch black. Floating there is 
a quiet, dense cloud, poised over the roiling 
pink mass beneath it. 

Swec doesn’t force her hand. It’s her 
show, but the work has been the result of 
a dialogue, a relationship between one art¬ 
ist and another. The goal is a final product, 
something tangible that we can look at, but 
that end isn’t the only one. Equally valuable 
is the ebb and flow of the conversation that 
brought the artists to a satisfying place. That 
give and take is what makes the show con¬ 
sistent, as well as surprising. Swec may have 
orchestrated the process, but ultimately she, 
and her collaborators, were at its mercy. That 
is as it should be. - Sam Anderson-Ramos

DAY TRIPS BY GERALD E. MCLEOD 



Oso Pier is one of those places that natives lament about old 
Corpus Christi. After a couple decades of being dark, the lights on 
the historic fishing pier have come back on. 

From the outside, the bright orange and yellow building looks 
deceptively like a Mexican restaurant. On the inside it is pure 
coastal. The bait shop opens to a patio overlooking the bay. The 
burgers are big, the beer is cold, and the pier is one of the best 
saltwater fishing spots on the mainland. 

In real estate the motto is “location, location, location”; and 
fishing holes are no different. At the mouth of the narrow channel 
between the shallow Oso Bay and the deeper Corpus Christi Bay, 
Oso Pier takes advantage of the fish moving between bodies of 
water. Anglers often catch black drum, redfish, and trout. Owner 
Mario Martinez says his favorite are the Florida pompano that 
school around the inlet. 

Martinez grew up near what is believed to be the oldest pier in 
Corpus. Built around 1948, the pier and bait shop had a long 
history as one of the most storied fishing holes in the area. Not 
everyone brought a rod when they visited, and they still don’t. 
Pier walkers are always welcome. 

Oso Pier is at 6124 Ocean Drive in Corpus Christi near the 
naval base. The wooden pier looks like a carnival ride, but it’s 
solid. Anglers pay $2 per person and $2 per rod.

of poutine (here duck fat fries in duck gravy - 
$10). At least a few drinks in, you will likely be 
numb enough not to notice. 

But lacking that anesthetic, things fall 
apart. The tuna tartare ($18), really a molded 
poke, was agreeable enough alone (even if 
the dabs of froth were the culinary equivalent 
of jazz hands), but the gaufrettes were overly 
salted, the sharpness over¬ 
whelming the otherwise well- 
balanced dish. No such balance 
was found in the crab and corn- 
bread ($16), an overworked jala- 
pefio rectangle spread with 
underdeveloped caramelized 
onions, sweet lump crab, and a drizzle of 
syrup in case none of that was cloying 
enough. The wood-roasted oysters Angelina 
($38 for a dozen) were oysters Rockefeller 
reinvented for the Trumpian age - vulgarly 
confusing abundance (the eight ball of 
Parmesan flung on top) with taste. 

The main entrees suffer too. With its clot¬ 
ted streak of huckleberry jam and dollops of 


comeback - but the venison medallions were 
dry, and the thin slice of Iberico bacon wrap¬ 
ping added scant succulence. Broccolini 
slumped over the braised short ribs ($25) like 
a defeated adolescent, adding no snap to the 
flaccid protein or the celeriac puree (Eberly 
calls it a fondue, inexplicably). The Louisiana- 
inspired redfish ($27) fares only slightly bet¬ 
ter, but the kitchen takes a heavy hand with 
the cream in the maque choux, compounded 
by the butter cracker crumble. 

There is a smattering of successful dishes. 
The farm vegetables ($9), a simply dressed 
blend that combined beets, broccolini, and 
early-season tomatoes was a respite from the 
heaviness of the rest of the menu. The Eberly 
green salad ($11), though using a tad too 
much dressing, played tart green apples 
against prosciutto and butter lettuce. And 
pastry chef Natalie Gazaui’s banana mousse 
with butterscotch ice cream ($12) may be the 
best interpretation of the currently voguish 
Southern classic, even if the squares of gold 
leaf were unneeded glitz. 

But ultimately, none of these 
things were enough to save a 
series of meals that may not 
have been truly disastrous, but 
were deeply mediocre. And 
that’s even worse. A complete 
failure implies a risk, that a menu was not 
developed with a magpie’s eye. Eberly as it 
stands is a demographic chart, a sought 
arrangement between Austin’s moneyed expe¬ 
rience seekers and a corporatized hospitality 
industry. And yes, in this buzz buzz buzz din¬ 
ing scene, that’s enough to fill it with crowds 
now. But like those lecherous old men in the 
next booth know, that relationship is fraught. 
You can’t stay young forever, even if you can 
afford something pretty. - Brandon Watson

STYLE REIGNS OVER SUBSTANCE AT SOUTH LAMAR 


Even above the din in Eberly’s wood-pan¬ 
eled dining room, it was hard to escape the 
bluster of the red-faced old men ordering bot¬ 
tle after bottle for their much younger dates. 
Sitting in the velvet banquette adjacent, I 
could hear everything from the alpha’s clumsy 
mansplanation of appellation to his even 
more clumsy invitation to “look at that ass.” 

At one point, the two women tittered nervous¬ 
ly as the men passed around iPhone porn. 

I mention this not because restaurants can 
choose their patrons. The server approached 
the table with gracious exasperation, doing 
nothing to egg on the display. But there was 
something about that group that captured the 
soullessness of Eberly’s operation. Here is a 
restaurant that seems to care little about the 
actual connection that should happen at the 
table. Instead, it substitutes the forced convivi¬ 
ality of bottle after bottle - the thrill of night, 
the brass flash of display, the dazzle of surface. 

But oh what surfaces. Michael Dickson of 
ICON Design + Build, Clayton & Little 
Architects, and interior designer Mickie Spencer 


have created a showstopping dining room that 
seamlessly travels decades, using the deep 
pockets of owners Eddy Patterson and John 
Scott to create a space that ignores Austin’s 
interior groupthink. I’ll forgive the theme-park- 
ishness of bringing in a section of a famous 
Greenwich Village bar, if only because it would 
be the sort of thing I would buy if I made mil¬ 
lions selling off a barbecue sauce line. 

Unfortunately, the drinks served at the bar 
did not inspire similar sympathy - most using 
far more sugar than necessary. The entire pro¬ 
gram seems to have been reworked since my 
last visit, so I won’t lambast any by name. 
Hopefully, they have worked things out. The bar 
snack menu from chef Jim Tripi (formerly of the 
Spanish Oaks Golf Club) could use a rework 
too. I wasn’t offended by any of the offerings 
(except perhaps for the purist offending pimen¬ 
to cheese - $11 - the dictionary illustration of 
“if it ain’t broke, don’t fix it.”) The town doesn’t 
need another brassica dish (here brussels 
sprouts and cauliflower - $9) that combines 
heat and sweet. Or another fancy interpretation 



assertively pickled red cabbage, the venison 
and quail ($35) had the dusty mauve colors of 
a small-town “Victoriana” boutique - even as 
it puffed its chest with all the signifiers of 
expense account masculinity. Strip it of its 
frippery, and the dish could have come out of 
Dean Fearing’s the Mansion on Turtle Creek. 
That’s not necessarily a bad thing - 1980s 
Southwestern cuisine is due for a considered

Community Tables 

How Austin keeps its homeless citizens fed

Two hulking turkeys with skin browned 
to a Thanksgiving crisp keep a team of vol¬ 
unteers occupied on a Wednesday afternoon 
in the Caritas Community Kitchen, the 
steaming-hot breast meat nearly melting 
plastic gloves as it’s pulled for a turkey and 
white bean stew that will feed 350 people 
experiencing homelessness. 

Chef Jen Mattson oversees the process, 
saving the turkey bones for stock. For five 
years Mattson ran northwest Arkansas’ first 
food truck called Heirloom, which part¬ 



nered with grocery stores to buy their 
unsold produce at a discount to hack 
together a full menu. The approach carries 
over to the Caritas kitchen, where she 
improvises a daily menu based on dona¬ 
tions and a pantry of staples. 

“My job is to make something as healthy 
and as tasty and as fresh as I possibly can. 
A lot of times if I have a plan in the morn¬ 
ing, that will change. This weekend we got 
a bunch of green beans donated that have 
to be used, so that changes the planning. 
It’s about knowing what the clientele will 
eat and how to make those adjustments on 
the fly,” says Mattson. 

Those experiencing homelessness in 
more remote parts of Austin have a harder 
time finding food, but Downtown a broad 
coalition of organizations offer food servic¬ 
es to roughly 13,000 people a year, according 
to statistics from Austin Ending Community 
Homelessness Coalition (ECHO). Caritas’ 
350-plus daily clients typically receive a full 
five-course tray that includes salad, fruit, 
protein, vegetable, dessert, and milk. The 
diners range from the chronically homeless 
to working poor transitioning out of life on 
the streets and relying on community kitch¬ 
ens to stretch paychecks. 

Adrian Sandoval is one such case; he eats 
at Caritas almost every day while on break 


from his construction job. The streets were 
his home for years, but he now finds tempo¬ 
rary shelter through his church. He also hap¬ 
pens to be vegan. 

“I believe that diet plays a major role in 
our everyday life. There’s truth to the say¬ 
ing ‘You are what you eat.’ If you eat some¬ 
thing oily and greasy, your body will feel the 
impact,” says Sandoval. “I realized when I 
was living on the streets that having a poor 
choice of diet was having an impact on my 
decision-making and lifestyle.” 

To the average Austinite, it seems like an 
empty stomach would be impossible to 
ignore, but sadly, finding food isn’t always 
the top priority. The epidemic of K2, a topic 
mentioned by nearly everyone we spoke to 
for this article, has ravaged Austin’s home¬ 
less community. Food can be an after¬ 
thought when under the grips of the cheap 
street drug. 

“If you’re hungry, it’s pretty much 
because you want to be. Austin has got the 
resources, we’ve got the places to go to eat,” 
says James Richard, who has been home¬ 
less for about 17 years and has recently 
transitioned into permanent housing. 
“We’re all adults out here; it’s not that we 
don’t know we need to eat; we know we 
need vegetables. But you’re not going to eat 
three meals a day if your mind is on getting 
the drugs. The stuff they got out now, the 
K2, that’s a whole different ballgame. I 
thought crack was bad.” 

With all the struggles associated with 
living on the streets, finding three meals a 
day becomes a full-time job. It takes a 
clear head and real motivation to make it 
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to the 5:45am Feed My People breakfast 
service organized by Foundation for the 
Homeless at First United Methodist 
Church. A line forms at the corner of 13th 
and Lavaca around 4:30am with people 
hungry for freshly scrambled eggs, bis¬ 
cuits, sausage, and coffee. The organiza¬ 
tion also provides basic hygiene items and 
hot showers. The early start time allows 
volunteers to come in before heading to 
work, which has created a dedicated team 
of regulars. 

“We come to feed them, but in a way they 
also come and feed me. They make me feel 
like I have something to give,” says Clayton 
Lawrence, a recurring UT volunteer. 

For dinner, the best meals come from the 
kitchen at the ARCH. Men sleeping at the 
shelter and those enrolled 
in case management 
receive priority, with a 
lottery system divvying 
up the remainder of the 
120 meals. A volunteer 
staff cooks everything 
from scratch, as overseen 
by food service manager 
Brian Baldonado, a culi¬ 
nary school grad who 
spent time at the Four 
Seasons and as a private 
chef. Cheeseburgers, 
ribs, and fried chicken 
are the most popular 
dishes, but the kitchen 
also preps less familiar flavors like grilled 
mahi mahi with chimichurri, pozole, and 
lemongrass chicken. The goal is to serve 
food that sticks to the gut and brings back 
memories of grandma’s cooking, but also 
make the clients feel like they’re at a res¬ 
taurant rather than a soup kitchen. 

“We’re going to have calorie-loaded meals 
when you’re getting 300 percent of your fat 
intake, but you want meals that feel like a 
hug. There’s a lot of people that have some 
really strong negative and positive memory 
associations with food, it’s such a powerful 
thing,” says Baldonado. 


Many organizations only serve during the 
week, but one group that aims to fill weekend 
appetites is Mission: Possible. Headquartered 
at 12th and Chicon, their most visible out¬ 
reach takes place under the 1-35 bridge at 
Seventh Street. Worship services happen 
every week, and twice a month congregations 
serve chili, sausage wraps, and fried chicken, 
then send diners off with a cup of coffee and 
sometimes even a loaf of bread. 

“In the city of Austin, you may not get 
the exact food you want, but there’s free 
food all over the place. I know this because 
I was homeless on the street myself,” says 
Mike Featherstone, street liaison for 
Mission: Possible. 

Each program director we spoke to men¬ 
tioned even more organizations doing their 
part to tackle food insecuri¬ 
ty in Austin. Salvation 
Army, the Central Texas 
Food Bank, Angel House, 
and Mobile Loaves & Fishes 
are just a few of the other 
groups helping feed those 
experiencing homeless¬ 
ness. For Austinites looking 
to make a difference, all of 
these organizations need 
volunteers, but one thing 
that’s not advised is just hit¬ 
ting the streets to give away 
food, as good intentions 
don’t always translate in 
unpredictable environ¬ 
ments. The best way to help is to reach out to 
one of these organizations, which all offer 
simple volunteer orientations before service. 

“Volunteers get so nervous about serving, 
but some of the most important stuff is just 
being nice to these people. During the rest 
of the day, nobody’s nice to them, it’s always 
‘Move along,’ ‘Get out of here,”’ says Julie 
Nelson, chair of the Foundation for the 
Homeless board of directors. 

So although the diners at places like United 
Methodist might not have a house of their 
own to go to after they eat, at least they feel at 
home while they’re enjoying a meal. ■

Catharsis Through Animation 

AUSTIN FILMMAKER SHELBY HADDEN ON HER FILM “TIGHTLY WOUND” byseanL.M a iin 



“Tightly Wound” 


After years of suffering from chronic 
pelvic pain, Austinite Shelby Hadden 
- then working toward her MFA in film 
and media production at UT - decided 
to write an essay about her condition 
for a Feminism in Creative Nonfiction 
class. She was received with surpris¬ 
ingly intense, engaged energy: “That 
was the first time I had ever told 
anyone but the closest people around 
me. It was all these undergraduates. 

I have never seen a room so focused, 
or quiet.” 

That experience, as well as col¬ 
leagues’ increasing support for the 
essay, helped Hadden consider a wider 
audience for her storytelling than the 
exclusionary academe. Under the 
title “So Tight I Can’t Have Sex: My 
Life With Vaginismus,” her paper was 
published last fall in Bust magazine. 
Hadden was then invited to speak 


about her condition on BedPost Confessions, 
a locally based, sex-positive show. 

“It was a slow coming-out process of tell¬ 
ing people about it,” she said. After finishing 
her graduate studies, Hadden settled on 
the idea of exploring pelvic floor dysfunc¬ 
tion through cinema, a natural decision for 
someone who has been shooting movies 
since childhood. On social media, Hadden 
wrote: “I’ve been making documentaries 
since I produced my first film, ‘A Cat’s Life,’ 
for my fourth-grade science fair project.” But 
how, specifically, was she to put this under¬ 
reported, inadequately visualized condition 
onscreen for general audiences unlikely to 
have ever heard of vaginismus? 

In a fit of creative derring-do, Hadden 
chose the stylistic hybrid of documentary 
storytelling and handcrafted 2-D animation. 
“When I first came up with the idea, I still 
hadn’t told many people about the condi¬ 
tion in the first place,” she said. Also, while 
she had made live-action shorts like the 
distressing twin documentary “Her & Me,” 
and a winning thesis project about the Ms. 
Texas Senior America pageant, Hadden had 
never worked with animation. Unhindered, 
she approached fellow filmmaker Sebastian 
Bisbal Rivas to design the movie’s look. 

“Tightly Wound,” which Hadden calls a 
“15-minute personal essay film,” hosted a 
massively successful Kickstarter campaign, 
surpassing its fundraising goal by 150%. 

The director (and executive producer Sara 
Hirsh Bordo) received empathic outreach at 
a level to which few filmmakers are accus¬ 
tomed. Says Hadden, “I heard from women

20th century, and it is my heroin. 
Often (always), I’ll leave the TV on 
in the living room while I’m work¬ 
ing in my office; just hearing the callbacks to my youth in 
the background spiritually replenishes me. 

It’s not all gold in those Cozi hills, though. If I never have 
to sit through an episode of Little House on the Prairie again, 
I’ll die happy, because who wants to watch a family of 19th- 
century farmers get repeatedly shamed by their town and 
kicked in the head by a horse’s hoof? And don’t get me 
started on The Danny Thomas Show. That guy is a grade-A 
jerk. But that’s just taste talking. 

I understand this might not be everyone’s cup of tea, and 
I couldn’t care less. Rediscovering how brilliantly innovative 
The Avengers was, or how subtly amazing Peter Falk is in 
Columbo (alternatively: how boring Quincy, M.E. actually is) 
strengthens my soul. The dots aren’t too difficult to con¬ 
nect: Many of these shows I was exposed to in a happier, 


sun-dappled past, so it’s no wonder the nostalgic overload 
is addicting. I recall making the series premiere of Miami 
Vice appointment television for my whole family, only to have 
my uncle proclaim, after it was over: “They’re just ripping off 
Starsky & Hutch.” I wondered if we had both watched the 
same show, because I was mesmerized - I was also 13 years 
old at the time. But that’s what TV does; it mines nostalgia, 
morphs it, and makes it something else (cf. that one Netflix 
show people like). It’s a long, endless line of wonderful tem¬ 
plates, evolving and devolving. Knight Rider wasn’t the first 
show with a talking car. 

And, as I occasionally have to defend my viewing habits 
with friends and colleagues, I’m reminded of an outlook I 
picked up some years ago: There’s nothing guilty about your 
guilty pleasures. Own them, love them, and don’t apologize 
for them. The only thing guilty around here is probably that 
dude who just rolled into town, acting shifty at the diner. But 
don’t worry, Angela Lansbury is on the case. ■ 


A COZI SECURITY BLANKET 


It sure is a struggle these days to keep up with serialized 
television. If you haven’t heard, we’re living in the glorious 
golden age of TV, where nine new shows pop up on various 
streaming sites every week, and you literally cannot have 
a conversation with anyone (co-worker, convenience store 
clerk, therapist) without a “Hey you should check out a) that 
gritty Australian prison drama, b) the fictionalized version 
of that one stand-up comedian’s life, or c) that show about 
rich people with problems. It is so good! It’s redefining the 
genre.” That’s all great: I love the multiplicity of voices, the 
labyrinthine plot structures, and the 
immaculate production design. It’s 
all amazing, really. So many choices 
at the buffet table to choose from. 

But my rampant consumption of all 
of these contemporary wonders hit a 
snag when I discovered Cozi TV. 

Cozi TV is a NBCUniversal chan¬ 
nel accessible via digital antenna (it’s channel 36-2 here in 
Austin). Its lineup consists entirely of older, syndicated shows 
spanning back to the Fifties, but most of its prime-time and 
late-night programming are shows from the Seventies through 
the Nineties. And not just any shows from those decades, the 
shows from those decades. There’s Rick and A.J., those pri¬ 
vate-investigator brothers known as Simon & Simon, a show 
whose guitar riffing, Southern-rock stomping opening theme 
just tops Jan Hammer’s drum-heavy guitar wah-wah of another 
Cozi staple, Miami Vice (the less said about the Quantum 
Leap theme, the better). But The Rockford Files takes the 
theme-song award, hands down. Then there are those open¬ 
ing strings of Murder, She Wrote, once again reminding me 
that Jessica Fletcher (the nosiest fictional character in exis¬ 
tence) will be poking around the murder capital of the world, 
Cabot Cove, Maine. Cozi can be a pretty heavy dose of nos¬ 
talgia for anyone who came of age in the latter quarter of the 
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all over the world who have either my exact 
condition or other pelvic floor dysfunction, 
and it manifests in very similar ways.” 
Immediately afterward, the short began pro¬ 
duction, which ends later this year before a 
festival run. 

Among those manifestations, for your infor¬ 
mation, are the ways Hadden sits, exercises, 
and maintains intimate relationships. “Think 
about your elbow. If every time you touched 
your elbow, it was the most painful experi¬ 
ence you ever had, would you want to touch 
it? Would you want other people to touch it?” 
She notes that even “the way I breathe is dif¬ 
ferent.” The pain is such that she has regular 
pelvic floor physical therapy appointments at 
Sullivan Physical Therapy in Austin. 


But as whatever anonymity this intrepid 
activist/filmmaker once had is now in the 
not-too-gradual process of eroding - last 
November, “Tightly Wound” was named 
Indiewire’s Project of the Day - Hadden’s 
ambition is to use her platform to expand 
the discourse around vaginismus, pelvic floor 
dysfunction, and women’s health in general. 

“I think there are a lot of people who feel 
inadequate when it comes to dating, sex, 
and intimacy,” she says. “This is such an 
isolating, lonely condition. So there is a lot of 
relief when people find out it is not a secret, 
and can say, ‘Thank God I’m not alone.’” ■

Fifty-two years after the Selma, Ala., voting-rights 
marches depicted here, this film focusing on the 
organizing work of Dr. Martin Luther King refreshes 
our collective memory of America’s ugly racial 
history yet also questions our nation’s reformation 
during the intervening decades. A fascinating 
subtext is the film’s exploration of the idea that 
nonviolent protest cannot exist in a vacuum. Nonvi¬ 
olence can be a tricky strategy when it depends on 
its opposite - violence - in order to be heard.

Democratic Convention. The real-world footage 
made it into the final reel-world production and the 
whole of it is every bit as disturbing as anything 
since filmed, and maybe more so, given today’s 24/7 
media hellscape.

Buying the Goods 

Kristen Stewart transfixes in ghostly mystery

Much like Maureen (Stewart), the personal 
shopper of the title, this movie requires us 
to bring intuition to bear in making sense of 
its proceedings. Many aspects of writer/ 
director Assayas’ story are open- 
ended, and demand that the viewer 
suss out their relevance and mean¬ 
ings. Other aspects, primarily the 
ghost story that dwells at 
the film’s center, ask us 
to channel the movie’s 
surreality to understand 
the importance of this 
unearthly presence in 
Maureen’s life. In terms 
of narrative events, Personal Shopper is rath¬ 
er plain, yet the film sucks you into its orbit 
with its sensual pleasures that defy satisfac-

tion. You can’t stop watching this film, even 
if you can’t always express in words what 
you’re seeing. Intuition fills in the gaps. 

Kristen Stewart, who is present in nearly 
every scene, is the major force that 
keeps our eyes peeled to the screen. 
She is one of greatest talents working 
in cinema today, and she agilely tee¬ 
ters between showing us 
Maureen’s cool, efficient, 
and detached side as well 
as the character’s lost 
and unconfident emotion¬ 
al side. There is great tex¬ 
ture to her performance 
in this role which reunites her with Assayas, 
her director in 2014’s Clouds of Sils Maria, 
for which she won a host of acting awards. 
Even though Maureen is in broad outlines 
similar to the personal assistant she played

in Clouds, the supernatural element makes 
Shopper an entirely different thing. 

In her jeans and T-shirts, Maureen scoots 
around Paris on her motorbike, fetching 
designer fashions and Cartier jewelry for her 
celebrity employer (von Waldstatten). Her 
desultory attitude toward the job is explained 
by her need to remain in Paris: making con¬ 
tact with her dead twin brother Louis. Both 
siblings regarded themselves as mediums, 
and three months after her brother’s death, 
Maureen still waits for Louis to make his 
promised contact from the beyond. She 
visits his former home, which is believed to 


house some ghosts. She performs her job, 
squeezes in time for her own artwork, has 
an extended text-message exchange with 
an unknown correspondent, tries on her 
employer’s clothing in secret, and becomes 
a suspect in a murder investigation. Spooky 
CGI ghosts appear on occasion, and seem 
to belong to Assayas’ established custom 
of exploring the ineffable onscreen. Whether 
Maureen’s passage is one toward madness 
or clarity is unknown to us as we follow her 
on her path. In Personal Shopper, it’s only the 
journey that matters.

ACTOR MARTINEZ 

D: Mike Ott, Nathan Silver; with Arthur Martinez, Lindsay Burdge, 
Mike Ott, Nathan Silver, Connor Long. (NR, 75 min.) 

This meta-movie about the making of mov¬ 
ies packs on layers of meaning, but merely 
stacks them up in an attempt to knock them 
down. It’s an intriguing proposition, yet Actor 
Martinez is not nearly as witty and disruptive 
in its execution as it thinks it is. 

Arthur Martinez (Martinez) is a struggling 
actor who, by day, works as a mobile com¬ 
puter repair technician. He hires two direc¬ 
tors (Mike Ott and Nathan Silver, established 
arthouse filmmakers with numerous credits 
to their names, who here play themselves 
on-, and mostly off-, screen) to film the story 
of his life. A schlub whose life is not ter¬ 
ribly interesting, Arthur is caught in a world 
between documentary and fiction as Ott and 
Silver record his life and then hire a “real” 
actress (Lindsay Burdge) to play his love 
interest, a step that advances the divorced 
man’s life into the realm of fabrication. The 
more the directors spruce up his life, the 
more confused Arthur becomes. Is he the 
star of his own story or a victim of direc¬ 
tors who play with people’s emotions for 
their own ends? The filmmakers push Arthur 
and Lindsay to reveal naked truths (or in an 
especially uncomfortable scene, they push 
Lindsay toward literal nakedness). None of 
the “characters” come out of this looking 
particularly good, however none of them, to 
my eyes, looks as bad as they seem to think 
they do. The grungy camerawork observes 
them all in long takes interrupted by quick 
pans and zooms to zero in on various facial 
expressions and non-answers. 


Everyone involved in Actor Martinez 
deserves kudos for the effort, but the unen¬ 
gaging result would be better chalked up to 
a failed experiment rather than shared with 
others in theatrical settings. The film aims to 
be a cautionary tale, but it doesn’t seem that 
the filmmakers have absorbed the lesson.

ALL NIGHTER

What All Nighter needs is some Neesons, 
per Key and Peele, but this shaggy-dog 
story of mucho macho mad dad Frank Gallo 
(Simmons) searching for his missing daugh¬ 
ter Ginnie (Tipton) with the aid of hapless, 
stoner ex-boyfriend Martin (Hirsch) can’t 
decide whether it wants to be Taken-lite or 
a straight-up comedy of mismatched males. 
(For the record, Liam Neeson is referenced 
by name several times.) It’s engaging enough 
fare for Simmons fans - and who isn’t? - but 
even with the gruff, chiseled Oscar-winner on 
board as a mysterious man of action, this is 
pretty lightweight stuff. 

Over the course of a day and a night, the 
pair wander all over Los Angeles in their 
search for the absent Ginnie, interacting 
with a quirky cast of cameoing comedians 
and other L.A. oddballs. Killam and Schaal 
are among the high points as a manically 
passive-aggressive couple who attempt to 
aid Frank and Martin, but as the story moves 
along and vegan Martin bonds with Frank 
over Bob Seger and blood-red rare steaks, 
nothing all that exciting, or even all that 


wacky, happens. It’s Netflix and chill fodder 
for sure, but even with its relatively short run¬ 
ning time and Simmons’ rampant charisma, 
All Nighter feels way too much like its own 
title, a soporific exercise in style over sub¬ 
stance.

O BEAUTY AND THE BEAST 

D: Bill Condon; with Emma Watson, Dan Stevens, Luke Evans, Josh

This live-action reboot of Walt Disney 
Studios’ watershed 1991 animated film 
musical inspires both imagination and 
cynicism. Presented under the auspices of 
introducing a new generation to yet another 
version of the enduring 18th-century French 
fairy tale La Belle et la Bete, the movie brims 
with unexpected zest, an enthralling joie de 
vivre that seduces despite any reservations 
you may have. The thing feels wonderfully 
alive, as if you were experiencing this oft-told 
tale for the first time. And yet, beneath the 
brilliance of its execution, a certain familiar¬ 
ity breeds contempt. This Beauty and the 
Beast leaves a bit of an aftertaste, a less- 
than-pleasant sensation of deja vu after the 
credits roll. Despite the updating of certain 
elements of the Disneyfied adaptation of the 
classic story, which now features a gay sup¬ 
porting character and a much darker third 
act (the narcissistic Gaston turns out to be a 
real bad guy), as well as the seamless inte¬ 
gration of the enchanted computer-generated 
residents of the Beast’s castle and the flesh- 
and-blood Belle and Beast, this is (after all) 
pretty much the same movie released by the 
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same studio just a little more than a quarter 
of a century ago, a movie not too different 
from the stage musical, also produced by 
the same studio, that played on Broadway for 
over 13 years and exhaustively toured the 
country until last year. Listen closely between 
the full-throated renditions of Alan Menken 
and Howard Ashman’s recognizable songs, 
and you may hear the ka-ching! of a cash 
register. There’s nothing wrong with making 
money and lots of it, particularly when the 
endeavor is as well-crafted as this movie, but 
the shape-shifting nature of this steamrolling 
franchise somewhat devalues originality, even 
in an industry seemingly intent on cannibal¬ 
izing itself most of the time. That said, if 
Uncle Walt were still alive, he’d undoubtedly 
approve of this business strategy. After all, 
the man excelled in milking his now classic 
animated features for all they were worth. 
Every grownup baby boomer who visited 
Disneyland as a kid fondly remembers rid¬ 
ing Dumbo the Flying Elephant, Peter Pan’s 
flight, and other variations on a theme park 
dreamed up by the movie mogul. 

The movie largely succeeds due to the 
guiding talent of director Bill Condon, who 
breathed new life into the film version of the 
already stellar stage show Dreamgirls over 
a decade ago. Condon has a keen sense of 
bringing out the best in musical numbers, 
both in terms of staging and performance. 
(Remember Jennifer Hudson’s “And I’m 
Telling You I’m Not Going”? How could you 
forget it?) As in the 1991 film, the center- 
piece number here is “Be Our Guest,” a 
razzle-dazzler that pops off the screen in a 
burst of creativity and color, performed by 
those wonderful animated inanimate objects 
who feel like old friends: the ever-gracious 
candelabra Lumiere (McGregor, sounding like 
Maurice Chevalier), the warm and wise tea¬ 
pot Mrs. Potts (Thompson), and the cranky 
clock Cogsworth (McKellen). Channeling 
Busby Berkeley, with a passing nod to Gene 
Kelly, it’s one for the books. As for the titular 
romantic leads, both Watson and Stevens 
manage to make the roles their own, despite 
the many actors who have come before 
them. By the end, you really want their char¬ 
acters to figure out a way to make it work. 
Without question, kids and their adults will 
love this critic-proof movie, regardless of 
the number of times they’ve already seen it 
before. It’s gonna make a gazillion dollars.

THE LAST WORD 

D: Mark Pellington; with Shirley MacLaine, Anne Heche, Amanda 
Seyfried, AnnJewel Lee Dixon, Thomas Sadoski, Philip Baker Hall, 
Tom Everett Scott. (R, 108 min.) 

Shirley MacLaine has never been one to 
shy away from playing difficult and somewhat 
unlikable women onscreen. The pinnacle 
of the archetype is her portrayal of Aurora 
Greenway in Terms of Endearment and The 
Evening Star, but it’s also on full display in 
Steel Magnolias, Postcards From the Edge, 
Bernie, and elsewhere. It’s something she’s 
embraced with age - something, I suspect, 
that reveals more about the limited roles 
for women (especially women of a certain 
age) in cinema than it does about the career 
choices made by MacLaine over time. Be that 
as it may, MacLaine has taken to these roles 
like a duck to water, spitting life into an array 
of stubborn and ornery older women who are 
considered difficult because they know what 
they like and think. Now we can add The Last 
Word's Harriet Lawler to that list. If only the 
movie that encases this character were as 
sharp and distinctive as Harriet. 

Patently generic from its unoriginal title on 
down, The Last Word would be dismissible 
but for the performance of MacLaine, who 
refuses to let Harriet Lawler slip into a movie 
stereotype of a rich, old, crotchety woman. 
Yes, the character is all those things, but 
MacLaine also imbues her with a twinkle of 
self-awareness and righteous self-confidence. 
Divorced and estranged from her only child, 
the once-successful businesswoman now 
rattles around her empty house. Control- 
freak Harriet has gotten it into her head that 
her obituary should be prepared prior to 
her death, and so Anne (Seyfried), the local 
paper’s obit writer, is tasked with the impos¬ 
sible project. When no one has anything nice 
to say about the undead subject, Harriet 
enlists Anne in the mission of burnishing 
her life. This involves mentoring a brash, 
underprivileged girl (Dixon), reuniting with 
the daughter she hasn’t seen in decades 
(Heche), making peace with her ex-husband 
(Hall), and most important, volunteering as 
a deejay at the local radio station. Here, she 
spins records from her own collection, includ¬ 
ing lots of songs by the Kinks - “the most 
underrated band of all time.” The Last Word’s 
story arc is predictable and first-time screen¬ 
play writer Stuart Ross Fink’s dialogue is boil¬ 
erplate. Director Mark Pellington (Arlington 
Road, The Mothman Prophecies, U2 3D) adds 
nothing inventive to the mix. As the movie 
slips into its own “Waterloo Sunset,” Shirley 
MacLaine and the Kinks are the only entities 
that make this movie viable.

THE SENSE OF AN ENDING

ing up to that tragedy. As Tony re-examines 
the past, director Ritesh Batra, who made 
the well-received 2013 arthouse romance 
The Lunchbox, physically places adult Tony 
in the same locations young adult Tony once 
haunted - the street where he meets his girl¬ 
friend, the back of a car as he watches her 
mother wave him goodbye - and the haunted 
look on Broadbent’s face packs the film’s 
surest punch. Alas, the younger actors in the 
Sixties stretch are no match for the senior 
set, weightless and blank next to the gravitas 
of Broadbent, Walter, and Charlotte Rampling 
(playing that first love who still makes Tony’s 
head spin), and the book’s mysteries and 
bleak epiphanies prove too subtle for the film 
to adapt with any deep impact.

GATEWAY, METROPOLITAN 

SONG TO SONG 

D: Terrence Malick; with Rooney Mara, Michael Fassbender, Ryan

Song to Song will prove trying for any 
moviegoer looking for plot or linearity or 
grounding in something that looks like real 
life. For instance, this Austin-set film is 
billed as being about “struggling” musi¬ 
cians - the kind that play the main stage at 
ACL Fest and wander lakeside mansions in 
pressed slacks (rare breed, that). For another 
instance, humans in love here say things like 
“I love your soul” but never once ask whose 
turn it is to take out the trash. Of course, 
nobody should expect a hard tether to the 
familiar world from a Terrence Malick film, 
especially not in this increasingly experimen¬ 
tal late-career stretch (To the Wonder, Knight 
of Cups). If you aren’t willing to come to Song 
to Song on the film’s own terms, you’re better 
off taking a pass. 

This is the first Malick film I can think of, 
including his four other collaborations with 


Oscar-winning cinematographer Emmanuel 
Lubezki, that didn’t buckle my knees from 
so much beauty. The film was shot start¬ 
ing in 2011 in part with GoPro and other 
digital cameras, and some of it looks, well, 
kinda cruddy. Still, the grainy, even sloppy 
effect feels thematically true to a movie 
about people chasing sensation to the 
point of self-danger. 

Here’s a cheat sheet to the intensely frag¬ 
mentary narrative: Musicians Faye (Mara) 
and BV (Gosling) fall in love as a powerful 
producer named Cook (Fassbender) dangles 
various, mostly unspoken Mephistophelean 
bargains at them. These three and others 
come together and break apart, find new 
sexual partners and express many tortured 
thoughts via a ceaseless voiceover. If you are 
perceptive enough, you may be able to track 
the elliptical progression of these various 
erotic entanglements by Faye’s shifting hair¬ 
cut and color. (Near film’s end I was startled 
by the re-emergence of a blond bob; was this 
a flashback, or did she keep the wig in her 
bag as a party trick?) 

It’s hard to say if the film’s opaqueness 
is a distraction, or a saving grace; certainly, 
this kind of Euro arty ethos is easier to 
swallow in another language. But to quote 
young Faye, “any experience is better than 
no experience,” and Song to Song offers two 
virgin experiences to willing viewers. We’ve 
seen the slackers, the cosmic cowboys, all 
that onscreen before, but this is an entirely 
different Austin being put down for posterity: 
moneyed Austin. The infinity pools, the body 
sushi, the so much poshness of people who 
don’t appear to ever work - it’s fascinating. 

Better yet is Mara’s performance as the 
heartsick Faye. The actress has plenty occa¬ 
sion in Song to Song to do (and do very well) 
what we’ve seen her do before: be watchful, 
be guarded, be terribly melancholic. But she 
also has these stunning bursts of kinetic 
energy - gales of laughter, giddily dancing 
for her lover - and she’s mesmerizing. She’s 
never looked so joyful on camera. And then 
Malick ruins it by dropping the diegetic sound 
out and drowning these moments in more 
voiceover or some clever song.

T2 TRAINSPOTTING

Older doesn’t necessarily equal wiser 
in this much-anticipated hit of pure, uncut 
Danny Boyle filmmaking. Although unlikely to 
cause the cultural sensation of 1996’s hyp¬ 
notically narcotic original, this is nevertheless 
an entirely worthy sequel, very nearly an over¬ 
dose of bravura storytelling and adrenalized, 
gorgeous cinema. 

Picking up two decades on, Mark Renton 
(McGregor) has returned to Edinburgh from 
married life in Amsterdam. It’s not neces¬ 
sary to have seen the original to get a high- 
octane jolt out of T2, but it does help to 
recall that Renton absconded with the drug 
money he and his pals Sick Boy (Miller), 

Spud (Bremner), and Begbie (Carlyle) stole 
at the end of Trainspotting, meaning that 
some serious grudges have been stewing for 
a very long time. Sick Boy, now going by his 
given name Simon, is running a barely-there 
pub while eking out a sideline blackmailing 
people having sex with his alleged Bulgarian 
girlfriend Veronika (the thoroughly impres¬ 
sive Nedyalkova). He’s shocked when former 
best friend Renton shows up at his door and 
reveals that although he’s been clean for the 
interim, his wife has left him and his life is, 
in a word, shite. Amiable goofball Spud is 
still hooked on the junk and is busy trying to 
die, already, and psychopath Begbie has bro¬ 
ken out of prison and is hunting for Renton’s 
head on a platter. 

The gang’s all here, but T2’s crazed story¬ 
line (by screenwriter John Hodge, adapting 
from Irvine Welsh’s novels) packs a wallop¬ 
ing emotional punch. No one is having any 
fun here, despite the return of Iggy Pop on 
the soundtrack; T2 is rife with regret, mel¬ 
ancholy, lost youth, and (of course) a new, 
nihilistically updated “choose life” speech 
from Renton. This may be the most beauti¬ 
fully shot downer of the year, so woeful is its 
tone. That said, it’s also a pulse-quickening 
thrill to see these wretched once-upon-a-time 
rebels going mad for the racket once again. 
For once, they really do choose life. Even the 
frothing-at-the-mouth Begbie, whose fate I 
shall not spoil.

WILSON

Since the Eighties, artist/writer Daniel 
Clowes has been mining the mental ter¬ 
rain of the misanthrope, primarily with his 
comic book series Eightball. Full of cynics, 
misfits, and social outcasts, Clowes’ voice 
is angry, unsentimental, and bleak. Director 
Terry Zwigoff picked up that voice when he 
adapted Ghost World in 2001, and it is the 
best adaptation of Clowes’ material to date. 


One False Move

Which brings us to Wilson, which is based 
on his 2010 graphic novel. The screenplay 
is by the author himself, and as directed by 
Craig Johnson (The Skeleton Twins), the film 
ends up neutering Clowes’ rage-against-the- 
machine characters with rom-com contriv¬ 
ances and an ending that bears little resem¬ 
blance to the original story. 

Surrounded by stacks of yellowed paper¬ 
backs and his stalwart companion, an ador¬ 
able terrier named Pepper, Wilson (Harrelson, 
uneven) spends his days walking his dog and 
engaging with strangers in his over-the top, 
enthusiastic conversation, that ends with 
him ranting about the crumbling of society. 

He gets a call that his father is on his death¬ 
bed, dying of cancer, and heads out beyond 
his crummy neighborhood after dropping off 
Pepper with a dog-sitter (Greer). After his 
father passes, Wilson loses it, feeling alone 
and insignificant. He tracks down his ex-wife 
Pippi (Dern), and she reveals that instead of 
having an abortion 17 years ago, she gave 
birth to a daughter, Claire (Amara). Wilson 
convinces Pippi to track her down, and soon 
the film becomes a kind of insta-family road 
trip film before an inexplicable betrayal sends 
him to prison. 

Harrelson is mostly game, channeling a 
more abrasive version of Harvey Pekar, but 
time and again, the film pulls its punches 
or becomes bogged down in cliches. For 
example: Wilson gets sentenced to three 
years in a federal penitentiary. He is beaten 
daily for the first few months when (cue 
record scratch), he’s high-fiving members of 
all the various factions; suddenly everyone 
loves him. Dern is the best thing here, play¬ 
ing a ex-drug addict waitress who is almost 
as unhinged as Wilson, and Amara is great 
as the deadpan daughter. But while Wilson 
the man has no filter between what he thinks 
and what he says, Wilson the film has opted 
to insert a rose-colored filter between the 
source material and the resulting film.

THE FOUNDER

A fictionalized origin story about the birth of a myth 
(note the singular of the title), The Founder begins in 
1954, when door-to-door salesman Ray Kroc (Keaton) 
spies his next entrepreneurial opportunity at a burger 
stand run by the McDonald brothers, Mac (Lynch) and 
Dick (Offerman). Convinced of the restaurant’s franchise 
potential, Kroc wins the reluctant brothers over with a 
rousing pitch: “Do it for your country. McDonald’s can be 
the new American church.” It’s a chilling moment - pause 
to consider national obesity rates - and one of the few 
overt instances in which Robert Siegel’s script encourages 
the viewer to connect the dots between these historical 
events depicted and the fast-food chain’s now-ubiquity. 
Mostly Siegel and director John Lee Hancock [The Blind 
Side) stick to a “and-then-this-happened” account of how 
Kroc sawily expanded the brand and edged the original 
McDonald brothers out of the business. It’s an interesting, 
if not entirely engrossing story. (01/27/2017)

Jordan Peele (of Key & Peele fame) makes an auspi¬ 
cious debut as a writer/director with the horror film Get 
Out. More psychological thriller than out-and-out horror 
spectacle, the film focuses on Chris, a young black man 
and photographer accompanying his white girlfriend 
Rose on a weekend trip to meet her parents for the first 
time. Though they’re good liberals, Rose’s folks’ attempts 
to make Chris comfortable stirs in him a sense of little 
micro-affronts, and the unsettling demeanors of the fam¬ 
ily’s black servants further prod the embers. Much of the 
film’s apprehension builds through our observation of 
Chris trying to decide if he’s justified or overreacting to 
the little breaches he experiences in this enclave of rich, 
white privilege. Entrenched and perceived racism are put 
under the microscope, and then spattered to the four cor¬ 
ners of the screen. In addition to delivering enough jolts 
to keep horror fans pleased, Get Out is also one of the 
smartest, funniest, and most socially astute films to come 
around in a while.

With an old score finally settled, 
Wick is pulled unwillingly into a new caper, finding himself 
on the run with a bounty on his head. Reeves delivers 
his best work since The Matrix in this series, so it comes 


as an extra delight when his Matrix co-star Laurence 
Fishburne shows up in the second half. Returning director 
Chad Stahelski has raised the stakes with this sequel, and 
shown again that he’s a vivid and creative action director 
with a particular talent for making his leading man look 
good.

The third instalment in the Ring franchise - in which 
assorted millennials die seven days after watching a 
cursed videotape featuring vengeful, screen-hopping ghost 
girl Samara - Rings takes a neat premise and stretches 
it into an unfortunate and often incomprehensible mess.

The whole 
of the story is so basic that I’ve already encapsulated it 
above, but then again, who goes to a giant monster movie 
looking for nuance and grace? There isn’t much in the 
way of real characterization from the human actors here, 
but there’s no doubt that Skull Island makes for a swell 
Saturday afternoon monster matinee for those looking for 
big, dumb fun.

Everything is Batman in this boisterously entertaining 
cousin of the awesome The LEGO Movie. Channeling D.C. 
Comics, Christopher Nolan, and campy Sixties television, 
The LEGO Batman Movie elevates Emmet Brickowski’s 
sidekick in the original film to leading masked man in this 
fun-for-all follow-up that deconstructs the action hero’s 
brooding vigilante persona, brick-by-brick. It’s as if the 
Dark Knight somehow mated with the Caped Crusader, 
spawning a gravel-voiced bro-child (Arnett, brilliantly 
channeling Christian Bale) with relationship issues of 
every kind.

Assuming his decision to retract the adamantium 
claws holds, Logan is Hugh Jackman’s swan song as 
Wolverine, and he deserves commendation for this final 
gruff, growling performance. As light on his feet as he is, 
Jackman is perversely even more enjoyable when pop¬ 
ping neck veins from the effort of heavy drama. Logan 
forces him from his seclusion and into two surrogate 
roles: a father figure to a runaway and, more movingly, a 
kind of son to the aging Professor Charles Xavier, who is 
losing his mind. Coming in and out of lucidness, Xavier 
skips between irritableness, guilt, and sincere affection 
for his former pupil. Wolverine reacts in kind, with the 
same devotion and sputtering-fumes stress of any adult 
child caring for an ailing parent. Leaning hard into its 
hard-R rating, Logan is also plenty violent, with a grue¬ 
someness new to the franchise. But I liked Logan despite 
its grisliness, not because of it. And in erratic, passionate 
bursts, I loved Logan, for the tenderness of Wolverine 
and Xavier’s long goodbye to each other, and to us.

Hate: Rumors of a Frank Ocean appear¬ 
ance spread widely after a Splashthat.com 
page - the same website that promoted a 
fake Daft Punk appearance in 2012 - col¬ 
lected RSVPs for a party called Pyramids. 

The rumor mill spun toward Fifth Street event 
space Fair Market, where fans lined up 
Friday to see the idiosyncratic R&B singer 
despite the warehouse being clearly empty. 

Love: Austin artists accounting for over 
10% of the Festival’s roster and some primo 
slots. Hip-hop duo Riders Against the 
Storm uplifted Auditorium Shores as direct 
support for Friday’s Prince tribute; Austin 
country queen Sunny Sweeney warmed up 
for Garth Brooks by generating fan-girl excite¬ 
ment, debuting ace new disc Trophy, and 
generally poking fun at her genre by instruct¬ 
ing fans to edit pictures making her look 
extra tan and thin; and Shakey Graves got 
backed by Questlove and company at the 
annual Roots & Friends Jam on Saturday. 
Meanwhile, Spoon piled locals onto their 
three-night stand at the old Emo’s, includ¬ 
ing A Giant Dog, Quin Galavis, Boyfrndz, 
Walker Lukens, and Sweet Spirit. 

Love: Ferocious young Florida rapper 
Denzel Curry, armed with heavy beats and 
savage vox. RIYL Three 6 Mafia and Necro. 

Hate: Atlanta MC Lil Yachty’s clumsy deliv¬ 
ery, boring beats, and his slew of sidemen 
incessantly dumping water on the crowd.

JAMES COTTON DIED in a South Austin hospital last week at the age of 81. The Mississippi-born blues harp 
great was taken in by harmonica legend Sonny Boy Williamson after his parents died in the Forties. An energetic, 
expressive player enlisted by both Howlin’ Wolf and Muddy Waters, Cotton made his name as a sideman, the 
latter legend including him on classic LPs Live at the Newport Jazz Festival and Hard Again. The man nicknamed 
“Superharp” was also a prolific solo artist, amassing some 25 albums including early classics Cut You Loose and 
Pure Cotton. Cotton moved to Manchaca in 2010 and considered Antone’s his home base. In recent years, he 
performed there infrequently, though last summer he jammed with Steve Miller at the Long Center and faced off 
against a delighted Buddy Guy at the aforementioned Home of the Blues last fall. The Chronicle began work on 
a second cover story about Cotton, but interviews stalled out in December when he fell sick with pneumonia. 


SXSW’S GRULKE PRIZES were doled out 

Monday. Lemon Twigs nabbed Developing U.S. Act, 
Jain was awarded the Developing Non-U.S. Act, and 
British pop genie Robyn Hitchcock earned the Career

Asleep at the Wheel 
at GSD&M for a rowdy 
set of Bob Wills tunes, 
then making room for

magic version of “Pancho and Lefty.” Another 
famous stoner, Snoop Dogg, reprised his 
role as a SXSW speaker with a late-breaking 
appearance on a criminal justice panel, then 
played a secret show at Rio. This came days 
after Donald Trump attacked the rapper 
on Twitter for a music video in which Snoop 
pretends to shoot the presidential clown. The 


“They say South by Southwest is the 

hippest, coolest thing around,” grinned Garth 
Brooks while surveying 15,000 spectators 
that cast a distinctly red state vibe over 
Auditorium Shores last Saturday night. 
“Well we’ll see about that. We’re about to 
dip into the old stuff!” 

America’s all-time bestseller then performed 
an acoustic version of “Unanswered Prayers,” 
as if familiarity with a 1991 pop-country No. 

1 equaled the litmus test of hipness. 

In a year when experts widely predicted a 
smaller sideshow surrounding SXSW - and it 
did feel refreshingly manageable - the hall¬ 
marks remained: secret shows, celebrities 
walking among us, electrifying hype surround¬ 
ing young buzz acts, and every local scene 
reppin’ their milieu. The inclusion of Brooks, 
who also played a pop-up show Friday at 
venerable honky-tonk the Broken Spoke, rep¬ 
resents the fact that anything can and does 
still happen in Austin during March madness. 


Didn’t See That Coming! 

Lana Del Rey made her 
hastily announced live comeback 
Friday at Apple Music’s West 
Sixth headquarters, where the 
pop noir chanteuse debuted her 
new single “Love.” Earlier in the 
week, across town, post-hardcore 
legends At the Drive-In stormed 
Mohawk with an unannounced 
reunion tour stop. The West 
Texas quintet powered through 
the recent defection of guitarist 
Jim Ward to deliver a far stronger performance 
than a 2012 Austin reunion tour kickoff, deto¬ 
nating a 50-minute set in which Cedric Bixler- 
Zavala ranted about acid trips, confusing 
the Who with Steely Dan, and how crazy it 
is that Mohawk invited him back after previ¬ 
ously taking a fire extinguisher to the crowd. 

The Avett Brothers surprised fans at 
Ray Benson’s 66th birthday show, joining

Love: French pop artiste Jain, who grew 
up in the Congo and United Arab Emirates, 
wore a schoolgirl frock, danced nonstop, and 
imbued unconventionally catchy songs with 
vocal loops sometimes cultivated through 
voices of audience members; Maggie 
Rogers acoustic after the Maryland pop 
breakout’s official showcase in St. David’s 
suffered from overcalculation and she 
enchanted the pin-drop silent room with a 
solo rendition of “Alaska”; hip-hop/pop 
songstress Lizzo’s positive body image 
messages (“Good as Hell”). 

Hate: Sixth Street. Still a clusterfuck 
plagued with erroneous stampedes, traffic 
jams of loiterers, and street fights. An 
Instagram video captured two female rappers, 
Bali Baby and Asian Doll, getting in the spirit 
of Dirty Sixth with a gold ol’ fashioned fistfight. 

Love: Every year, SXSW books a free 
concert at Auditorium Shores aimed at the 
local Hispanic community. This year’s fiesta, 
featuring Panteon Rococo, Residente, and 
Ozomatli, felt like a celebration of Austin’s 
cultural diversity as well as a protest against 
Trump’s anti-immigrant rhetoric. 

Fuck Trump 

Political stink wafting from the White 
House casts a foul odor over American cul¬ 
ture in 2017. No one escapes it, certainly 
not SXSW. The crosshairs of controversy 
locked in early on the conference’s artist 
invite letter, which included threatening 
language implying the Festival would notify 
immigration authorities about artists who 
did anything to threaten the viability of their 
showcase. After a national uproar, the orga¬ 
nization promised to reword their artist con¬ 
tracts in 2017. 

Since SXSW never actually narced on 
anyone to Immigration, that proved merely 
an offense on our social sensibilities in 
light of Festival artists being denied entry 
into the U.S. Ten acts - Massive Scar Era, 
Trementina, Soviet Soviet, Yung Beef, 
United Vibrations, Dan Bettridge, Yussef 


Kamaal, ELOQ, MBA, and Don Malik - were 
either denied entry at the border or notified 
that their ESTA visa waiver was revoked. 
Colombia’s 422 and Korean punks No Brain 
were detained on their way into America. 

More troubling for everyone is the 
increase of groups having their travel 
credentials revoked in advance of the 
Festival. Sources say it’s possible that the 
Department of Homeland Security has a 
new algorithm screening for musical artists 
operating on B1 tourist visas and visa waiv¬ 
ers under the pretense that they’re playing 
an industry showcase, not a traditional 
concert. More established artists have PI 
or P2 performance visas. 

Jonathan Ginsburg, an immigration law 
specialist now serving as immigration counsel 
to SXSW, says he’s working to ensure that 
all applicable government agencies recognize 
festival showcasing as a valid and legal 
activity under those circumstances. 

“U.S. immigration law allows foreign 
nationals to enter the U.S. using a B visa 
or the Visa Waiver Program to conduct 
business, but not to render services,” 
wrote Ginsburg in a statement. “The U.S. 


Department of State, accordingly, has long 
recognized that entertainment groups may 
enter the U.S. to ‘showcase,’ but not to 
perform under contract with U.S. venues or 
other employers.” 

“Fuck Trump! This song is about resis¬ 
tance,” countered Calle 13 frontman 
Residente - poised to cross over from Latin 
rap superstar to bona fide world music mover 
with his forthcoming solo album - shouted 
with a middle finger in the air at Thursday’s 
Auditorium Shores performance. Similarly, 
Rhode Island saxophone-wielding punk en 
Espahol quintet Downtown Boys unleashed a 
potent song called “The Wall” that afternoon. 

Trump’s anti-refugee policies specifically 
inspired two positive demonstrations of musi¬ 
cal unity. A specially organized concert from 
SXSW called Contrabanned brought together 
artists from travel ban nations Iran, Somalia, 
Libya, Iraq, and Syria at the Palm Door on 
Sixth Friday. Meanwhile, local recording wiz 
Justin Douglas donated his studio and 
engineering services to refugees who’d been 
resettled in Austin. Artists from Cuba and 
Iraq tracked at his King Electric Recording 
Co. and left with free recordings. 


Out of the Blue, Into the Black 

Sometimes the opener steals your heart from 
the headliner, while other times you’re enchant¬ 
ed by a distant sound so you chase it down. 
For all the research and recommendations 
that precede SXSW, the accidental discoveries 
often make the strongest impression. Here 
are my unforeseen favorites of SXSW 2017: 

Albin Lee Maldau: Swedish pop singer 
with a soulful voice, smartly written songs, 
and a potent wit. While performing in Central 
Presbyterian Church, he compared music 
to religion: “We just keep the bits we like.” 

Flamingods: Bahrain-born global-delic quintet 
mixed live drums, percussion, keyboards, and 
oud into a wild party that sounds like Animal 
Collective with rabies. Frontman Kamal Rasool 
preached peace between America and the Middle 
East, then dove violently into the audience. 

Agnes Obel: Glacial compositions drift 
from the keyboard of this classical influ¬ 
enced, crystal voiced singer-songwriter of 
Danish provenance, backed by two cellos and 
percussion - all using loops to create a sym¬ 
phony of dreamlike sounds. 

Dave: “I’m nervous as fuck,” the 18-year- 
old rapper admitted at his Fader Fort gig. 

No need. He’s gifted in wordy, emotional, self- 
aware storytelling, but he can also throw down 
energetic UK grime as well as pop tracks, like 
“Wanna Know,” which Drake remixed. 

Pissed I Missed 

Sven Hiebig: German experimental com¬ 
poser borrowed the UT Chamber singers to 
execute his 2016 choral-oriented album / Eat 
the Sun and Drink the Rain, which he accom¬ 
panied with a midi-vibrophone. 

Earl St. Clair: R&B up-n-comer, whom the 
Chronicle's Kahron Spearman recommended 
as a “hip hop Bobby Womack.” 

DhakaBrakha: Ukrainian folk music tribe 
| with big furry hats and a wholly original sound 
5 hinging on hand drums and vocals incorporates 
S elements of several regional genres. 

| Oshun: Ultra conscious neo-soul/hip-hop 
i duo from NYC reminiscent of Lauryn Hill 
P and Arrested Development. ■
